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TO  THE  RURAL  AND  URBAN  AUTHORITIES 


OF  THE 

COMBINED  SANITARY  DISTRICTS  OF 

BERKSHIRE. 


In  the  few  remarks  which  I propose  to  prefix  to  this  Report  of 
the  sanitary  work  carried  out  during-  the  year  in  the  respective 
areas  comprising-  the  Berkshire  Combined  Sanitary  Districts, 
I shall  refer  briefly  to  three  or  four  matters  which  are  of 
general  interest,  and  which  to  a greater  or  less  extent  apply 
to  them  all. 

The  large  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths,  as  compared 
with  the  mortality  of  the  preceding  year,  strikes  attention  at 
once.  In  that  year  they  amounted  to  2,737,  in  this  to  2,343; 
a diminution  of  rather  more  than  14  per  cent.  And  while  this 
reduction  is  to  some  extent  observable  in  nearly  all  the  great 
groups  of  fatal  diseases,  it  is  most  marked  in  the  “zymotic” 
or  infectious  class,  in  which  the  deaths  are  fewer  by  about 
one-fifth;  and  of  “local”  (mostly  acute)  diseases,  which  have 
decreased  by  16  per  cent.  Violent  deaths  have  also  been  less 
numerous  by  a quarter.  The  mortality  from  the  more  chronic 
constitutional  diseases  is  12  per  cent.,  and  from  diseases  of 
development  only  three  per  cent,  under  that  of  the  previous  year. 

In  the  great  class  of  zymotic  diseases,  which  includes  the 
large  majority  of  those  which  we  may  hope  to  prevent,  or  to 
lessen  the  frequency  and  severity  of  by  sanitary  measures. 
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scarlet  fever  has  been  the  most  generally  diffused  throughout 
the  district,  and  (with  the  one  exception  of  infantile  diarrhoea)  the 
mo^t  fatal ; the  samer.umber  of  deaths  (42)  having  been  caused 
by  it  as  last  year.  In  the  manner  in  which  its  infection  is 
diffused  it  is  one  of  the  most  insidious  of  all  the  “catching” 
complaints;  while  the  poorer  classes,  among  whose  children 
it  prevails  so  generally,  are  so  reckless  and  indifferent  as  to 
the  observance  of  any  precautions  necessary  to  prevent  its 
spread,  that  the  utmost  difficulty  is  experienced  in  ensuring 
their  being  properly  carried  out.  Beyond  question  a large 
proportion  of  the  cases  that  occur  never  come  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  Sanitary  Authority  at  all ; and  in  the  present  state  of  the 
law  there  is  no  power  to  enforce  the  giving  of  such  information  ; 
and  further,  numbers  of  children  who  have  the  disease  in  a 
mild  form  (and  who  spread  the  infection  as  surely,  and  often 
as  fatally,  as  those  who  have  it  in  the  severest)  are  never  seen 
by  any  medical  practitioner  during  the  whole  duration  of  their 
illness,  while  many  more  receive  no  medical  attention  whatever 
until  the  case  assumes  a dangerous  or  a mortal  aspect ; and 
during  all  this  time  the  rest  of  the  family  are  mixing  with  their 
neighbours,  their  children  going  to  school  or  playing  with 
others,  and  running  the  greatest  risk  of  carrying  infection  in 
all  directions.  It  is  the  opinion  of  all  who  have  carefully  con- 
sidered the  subject  that  further  legislative  powers  are  required 
to  enable  Sanitary  Authorities  to  check  the  carelessness  which 
is  so  commonly  shown  in  this  matter,  and  for  the  reasons  I 
have  just  given  I am  of  opinion  that  the  law  should  place  on 
the  head  of  the  family  (as  much  as  on  the  medical  attendant) 
the  obligation  of  giving  such  information  to  the  Authority,  and 
of  taking  such  precautions  as  are  indispensable  for  securing  the 
public  ag'ain  t the  danger  to  which  they  are  at  present  most 
unnecessarily  exposed  As  regards  the  precautions  which 
should  be  taken  for  this  purpose,  the  isolation  of  the  first  case 
is  the  most  important;  and  the  disinfection  of  all  infected 
persons,  places,  and  things,  the  thorough  and  effectual  carrying 
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out  of  which  involves  at  the  present  time  such  great  practical 
difficulties,  would  then  become  a much  more  manageable 
matter ; but  for  this  purpose  special  provision  is  necessary  (such 
as  Sanitary  Authorities  are  even  now  empowered  to  make),  and 
although  the  erection  of  a hospital  may  not  be  necessary  in 
all  cases,  (and  I think  that  in  widely  scattered  rural  districts  it 
is  not  always  the  best  way  of  meeting  the  difficulty  that  so 
frequently  arises  from  the  absence  of  any  available  accommoda- 
tion for  the  purpose  in  a labourer’s  cottage)  ; at  the  least  some 
roomy  and  isolated  cottage  should  in  every  district  be  available 
for  the  purpose  when  required. 

As  regards  enteric  fever,  one  of  the  most  preventable  of  all 
the  diseases  of  this  class  by  good  sanitary  arrangements,  it  is  sat- 
isfactory to  note  the  considerable  decrease  in  the  mortality  from 
this  cause  during  the  year  included  in  this  report;  for  the  last 
three  years  the  deaths  from  the  various  forms  of  continued  fever 
have  been  38,43  and  28  respectively;  and  in  proportion  as 
sewer  gas  and  sewage-polluted  air  and  water  is  got  rid  of 
throughout  the  combined  districts  , and  pure  air  and  water  is 
provided  in  their  stead,  in  the  same  proportion  may  the  pre- 
valence and  fatality  of  this  disease  be  expected  to  further 
diminish  in  the  future. 

My  attention  has  been  also  from  time  to  time  directed  to  the 
important  question  of  the  character  of  the  new  cottages  which, 
in  various  localities,  are  being  erected  here  and  there,  and  to 
the  importance  of  due  supervision  being  exercised  by  the 
Sanitary  Authority  over  their  erection  in  order  that  they  may 
be  so  constructed  as  to  avoid  the  sanitary  defects  of  the  older 
cottages.  In  many  places  this  is  far  from  being  the  case, 
tenements  of  the  most  objectionable  character  being  put  up; 
whilst  in  others  every  care  is  taken  that  they  shall  be  well 
planned,  well  built,  and  in  all  respects,  whether  of  site,  arrange- 
ment, or  construction,  what  they  should  be;  but  to  ensure  this 
in  every  case  the  Authority  should  have  the  power  of  making 
bye-laws  to  regulate  this  matter,  and  I have  advised  that 
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application  be  made  to  the  Local  Government  Board  to  grant 

Limited  Urban  Powers  ” to  each  Authority  for  this  purpose; 
and  also  that  they  may  make  bye-laws  for  the  regulation  of 
slaughter-houses,  which  it  is  as  difficult  to  keep  in  proper 
sanitary  condition  in  rural  as  in  urban  districts. 

The  almost  habitual  practice  of  keeping  swine  on  srch  pre- 
mises, and  of  feeding  them  with  uncooked  blood  and  offal 
from  the  carcases,  is  not  only  disgusting  but  unwholesome; 
and  from  the  foul  state  in  which  they  are  often  kept,  and  their 
closeness  to  the  slaughter-house  itself,  the  offensive  smells  are 
likely  to  damage  and  taint  the  meat  hung  there.  In  the  ma- 
jority of  cases  it  is  found  almost  impracticable  to  deal  with  these 
matters  under  the  nuisance  sections  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
but  a reasonable  code  of  bye-laws  on  the  subject,  strictly  and 
carefully  enforced,  would  almost  entirely  remove  the  difficulty; 
and  in  my  opinion  the  power  to  make  such  a code  is  one 
which  should  be  conferred  on  every  Sanitary  Authority,  rural 
as  well  as  urban. 

The  same  remarks  apply  also  to  the  question  of  dairy  farms, 
in  a large  proportion  of  which  great  carelessness  and 
negligence  is  habitually  shown  as  to  matters  involving  sanitary 
considerations.  In  view  of  the  proved,  and  not  unfrequent 
diffusion  of  the  poison  of  enteric  fever  (and  probably  of  some 
other  zymotic  diseases)  by  means  of  polluted  milk,  at  least 
equal  powers  should  be  given  to  Sanitary  Authorities  as 
regards  dairy  farms  and  dairies  as  are  available  in  the  case 
of  slaughter-houses. 
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TABLES  OF  STATISTICS. 

The  Tables  at  the  end  of  this  Report  vary  a little  from  those 
that  appeared  in  the  reports  for  the  preceding-  two  years  ; forms 
having  been  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board  for 
returns  of  pauper  sickness  and  deaths,  and  for  detailed  returns 
of  the  mortality  in  the  various  parishes  included  in  the 
respective  sanitary  districts.  Tables  v.  and  vn.  have  been 
prepared  in  accordance  therewith.  The  other  Tables  are  for 
the  most  part  similar  in  form  to  those  I have  hitherto  adopted. 

Table  i.  gives  a summary  of  the  principal  results  of  the 
Census  of  1871,  for  the  registration  and  sanitary  districts 
included  in  the  combination,  together  with  the  estimated 
numbers  living  in  each  district  at  the  middle  of  the  year,  the 
“corrected”  deaths  (in  whi:h  those  occurring  in  the  county 
and  other  lunatic  asylums  are  entirely  excluded,  and  those  in 
union  houses  are  distributed  pro  rata  among  the  respective 
rural  and  urban  districts),  together  with  the  corrected  death 
rate  per  1,000  living. 

Table  11.  gives  details  (compiled  from  the  Census  Tables  of 
1871)  of  the  actual  number  of  persons  of  each  sex  living  within 
various  limits  of  age,  and  in  the  registration  districts  included 
in  the  combination.  In  the  second  division  I have  calculated 
the  proportions  of  each  sex  and  age  referred  to  an  uniform 
population  of  10,000  persons.  It  is  thus  easy  to  compare  one 
district  with  another  as  to  any  proportionate  excess  or  deficiency 
of  persons  living  at  any  g-iven  age,  a very  important  element 
in  estimating  the  sanitary  value  of  the  actual  death  rates  at 
various  ages.  The  same  remark  applies  to  the  third  division, 
which  gives  the  occupations  or  social  status  of  the  population 
of  each  district  above  20  years  of  age. 

Table  111.  applies  to  registration  districts  and  sub-districts, 
and  gives  the  number  of  births  and  deaths  for  each  quarter  of 
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the  year,  the  totals  of  each  sex  for  the  year,  and  the  excess  of 
births  over  deaths,  as  also  the  totals  for  the  two  previous  years. 
It  will  be  noted  that  while  the  number  of  births  does  not  vary 
much  from  that  of  the  two  preceding-  years,  the  great  reduction 
(nearly  400)  in  the  number  of  deaths  gives  a natural  increase 
of  1,824  ‘m  the  population  during  the  year  from  the  excess  of 
births  over  deaths,  a number  half  as  large  again  as  it  was  the 
year  before. 

Table  iv.  gives  in  detail  the  ages  at  death  for  registration 
and  sanitary  districts,  and  for  public  institutions.  Of  late  years 
stillborn  children  have  been  registered  and  appear  among  the 
deaths  returned  by  the  registrar;  these  and  prematurely  born 
or  weakly  infants  dying  in  their  first  week  I have  separated 
from  the  rest  of  the  infantile  deaths;  they  numbered  98  out  of  a 
total  of  2,343  at  all  ages  (or  nearly  four  per  cent,  of  the  entire 
mortality) ; and  it  is  I think  desirable  to  separate  them  from 
the  ordinary  returns  of  deaths  for  the  purposes  of  sanitary 
statistics. 

Table  v.  is  a return  of  pauper  sickness  and  mortality  in 
sanitary  districts,  and  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  forms 
of  the  Local  Government  Board,  the  information  on  which  it  is 
based  being  copies  kindly  sent  to  me  by  the  Clerks  to  the 
Guardians  of  the  weekly  returns  of  new  cases  of  pauper  sickness 
attended  by  the  medical  officers  of  the  respective  districts. 
The  primary  object  of  these  returns  is  to  aid  the  Guardians  in 
judging  as  to  the  necessities  of  persons  applying  for  relief  on 
account  of  illness ; and  the  necessity  for  returning  each  case  in 
time  for  their  weekly  meetings,  although  there  may  have  been 
little  opportunity  for  deciding  on  its  exact  nature,  or  it  may  be 
before  the  illness  has  clearly  developed  itself,  deprive  these 
returns  of  much  cf  the  value  they  might  have  under  a better 
system.  Again,  the  varying  practice  of  different  unions  as  to 
the  readiness  with  which  orders  for  medical  relief  are  granted 
renders  it  simply  impossible  to  rely  on  these  returns  in  estimat- 
ing the  actual  prevalence  or  nature  of  sickness  occurring  among 


the  poor  of  the  respective  unions.  The  returns  of  pauper 
deaths  in  the  few  districts  in  which  I have  been  able  to  obtain 
them  are  even  more  unreliable ; for  the  most  part  they  simply 
refer  to  those  persons  who  have  been  buried  at  the  cost  of  the 
unions  in  which  they  died.  I am  informed  by  the  Clerks  that 
they  have  no  other  information  as  to  pauper  deaths. 

Table  vi.  gives  the  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  both  in 
registration  and  sanitary  districts.  I have  again  to  express  my 
regret  that  in  many  cases  the  medical  certificates  are  filled  up 
with  so  little  care,  and  the  presumed  causes  of  death  are  given 
so  vaguely  that  73  entries  appear  under  the  heading  “ Causes 
not  given  or  ill-defined;  ” and  as  regards  a large  proportion 
of  inquests,  I must  repeat  a remark  made  by  me  in  a former 
report,  “ little  appears  to  be  determined  by  them  except  the 
bare  fact  of  death.” 

Table  vn.  is  compiled  (with  some  few  additions,  distinguished 
by  alphabetical  headings  instead  of  numbers)  in  accordance 
with  the  form  of  the  Local  Government  Board.  It  gives  a 
variety  of  details  as  to  population,  births  and  deaths,  ages  at 
death,  numbers  dying  from  the  more  important  diseases  below 
and  above  the  age  of  five  years,  and  the  death  rate  per  1,000 
for  all  the  parishes,  or  groups  of  parishes,  and  the  public 
institutions  included  in  the  respective  registration  and  sanitary 
districts.  This  Table  will  in  time  become  a valuable  record, 
and  a reliable  evidence  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  areas 
to  which  it  relates. 

The  remaining  Tables  (with  the  exception  of  xn.)  deal,  not 
with  the  actual  numbers  but,  with  proportional  rates,  thus  : — 

Table  vm.  is  the  complement  of  iv.,  and  gives  the  percentage 
of  total  deaths  occurring  in  each  group  of  ages  for  registration 
and  sanitary  districts. 

Table  ix.  gives  the  birth  rates  in  registration  districts  only, 
as  the  birth  returns  hitherto  made  to  me  do  not  distinguish 
those  in  the  different  sanitary  areas  included  in  some  cases  in 
the  same  registration  district.  It  also  gives  the  relative  pro- 
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portion  of  total  deaths,  and  of  deaths  under  one  year,  to  births. 

Table  x.  gives  the  death  rate  per  1,000,  and  Table  xi.  the 
percentage  rate  of  total  deaths  occurring  in  registration  and 
sanitary  districts  from  the  most  important  classes  of  disease. 

Table  xn.  contains  the  returns  made  by  the  Inspectors  of 
Nuisances  of  the  sanitary  work  done  in  their  respective  districts 
during  the  year. 


NEWBURY  RURAL  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 

Inspector  of  Nuisances,  Mr.  George  Marshall. 

In  the  Report  for  last  year,  I was  able  to  state  that,  during  the 
year,  the  detailed  inspection  of  the  entire  district  had  been 
completed  and  recorded  in  the  survey  book.  The  necessity  for 
continuous  and  repeated  watchfulness  on  the  part  of  the 
Sanitary  Authorities  is  shown  by  the  fact,  that  on  revisiting* 
these  premises  during  the  present  year  (above  half  the  total 
number  having  been  reinspected  in  the  twelvemonth),  320 
nuisances  were  discovered  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
reported  to  the  Authority  by  him.  The  whole  of  them  have 
been  abated,  and  a large  proportion  arose  from  foul  drains 
and  cesspits — situated  in  many  cases  near  the  dwelling-house, 
or  the  well,  or  both.  Twenty  dry  closets  have  replaced  some 
of  the  worst  privies,  most  of  the  others  having  been  improved 
as  well  as  cleansed.  There  has  been  a considerable  improve- 
ment in  the  willingness  shown  by  the  parties  concerned  to 
carry  out  the  sanitary  works  required  to  abate  positive 
nuisances,  and  the  Inspector  informs  me  that  he  finds  his  in- 
structions and  advice  in  these  respects  fairly  and  even  readily 
acted  upon ; but  there  is  much  greater  difficulty  experienced 
in  carrying  out  efficient  disinfection,  and  maintaining  the  isola- 
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tion  necessary  to  check  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases.  For 
the  most  part  these  cases  occur  amongst  families  who  are 
almost  entirely  without  facilities  for  anything  of  the  kind,  and 
who  find  the  trouble  and  attention  necessary  for  the  purpose 
most  irksome,  so  that  the  greatest  vigilance  is  required  to 
ensure  even  an  approach  to  proper  care  on  their  part.  As 
regards  the  prevalence  of  infectious  diseases  amongst  paupers, 
it  will  be  seen  that  scarlet  fever  is  the  only  complaint  that  has 
been  recorded,  and  fourteen  cases  only  (of  which  three  were 
fatal)  have  been  returned  on  the  weekly  sick  list  during  the 
year.  Among  the  cottagers  above  the  pauper  class  there  have 
been  limited  outbreaks  in  different  parts  of  the  district,  and  in 
the  whole,  nine  deaths  have  been  registered  from  this  disease. 
The  earliest  occurred  at  Chievely,  where  a boy  came  home  ill 
from  school  with  it.  The  attacks  were  of  a severe  type,  and 
though  limited  to  very  few  families,  resulted  in  five  deaths.  In 
March,  a family  living  at  Greenham  took  the  complaint,  and 
one  of  the  children  attacked  (a  girl  of  14)  was  sent  into  New- 
bury on  market  day  during  convalescence,  and  while  still  in  a 
condition  to  spread  the  disease,  although  the  strictest  cautions 
had  been  given  to  the  mother,  both  by  the  medical  attendant 
and  the  sanitary  inspector;  under  these  circumstances,  I 
advised  the  Authority  to  prosecute,  for  the  sake  of  example : 
but  at  the  hearing  of  the  case,  the  Bench  held  that  as  the 
warning  had  not  been  given  to  the  father  (a  labourer,  away 
from  home  all  day)  but  to  the  mother  only,  the  caution  was 
legally  insufficient,  and  the  parties  were  therefore  only  repri- 
manded and  cautioned  for  the  future.  Towards  the  close  of 
the  year,  a group  of  cases  occurred  at  Thatcham  (of  which 
one  only  was  fatal),  and  the  infection  was  carried  to  Buckle- 
bury  Common  (in  the  Bradfield  Sanitary  District),  through  the 
medium  of  one  of  the  village  schools  which  was  attended  by 
children  from  both  places.  At  my  suggestion,  the  school  was 
closed  for  a time  by  the  managers,  and  the  mischief  went  no 
further.  Cases  have  also  been  reported  at  Oare,  Winterbourne, 
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and  various  parts  of  Speen  parish,  but  the  spread  of  infection 
has  been  checked,  every  practicable  precaution  having  been 
taken  by  the  Inspector,  under  my  direction.  Small-pox  has 
also  appeared  in  the  district,  a case  having  been  imported 
from  London  about  the  middle  of  December,  in  the  person  of 
a servant  girl  who  was  sent  home  from  her  situation  while 
sickening  for  the  disease,  but  before  the  eruption  appeared. 
She  had  been  well  vaccinated,  as  had  the  rest  of  the  family,  a 
few  of  whom  took  the  disease,  but  in  a modified  form  and  very 
lightly.  An  empty  house  was  obtained  for  those  as  yet  un- 
attacked, re-vaccination  was  performed,  and  the  infection  did 
not  spread  beyond  the  first  cottage. 

The  question  of  the  drainage  of  Thatcham  has  been  again 
several  times  under  the  consideration  of  the  Authority  during 
the  year,  and  an  alternative  plan  having  been  prepared  at  the 
instance  of  persons  living  in  the  village,  which  was  proposed 
for  adoption  instead  of  Messrs.  Ripley  & Simmonds’  scheme 
(referred  to  in  my  last  report)  ; both  of  them  were,  at  my 
suggestion,  forwarded  by  the  Authority  to  Mr.  Rogers  Field 
for  examination,  who  advised  the  carrying  out  of  the  proposal 
of  Mr.  Ripley.  Both  plans  were  then  referred  to  me,  together 
with  Mr.  Field’s  report  thereon,  and  after  careful  consideration 
of  the  whole  matter,  I fully  concurred,  on  sanitary  grounds, 
in  the  view  taken  by  that  gentleman.  The  Authority  thereupon 
decided  on  adopting  our  opinion,  and  the  plans  were  sent  up  to 
the  Local  Government  Board  for  approval.  The  propriety  of 
applying  for  limited  urban  powers  was  also  considered  by  the 
Authority,  at  my  suggestion,  in  order  to  enable  them  to 
regulate  the  erection  of  new  buildings,  and  the  proposal  was 
agreed  to.  My  attention  has  also  been  given  to  the  condition 
of  various  premises  at  Greenham,  Thatcham,  Newtown,  &c., 
the  sanitary  state  of  which  I found  to  be,  in  each  case,  exceed- 
ingly  bad ; one  of  them  has  since  been  closed,  and  the  others 
materially  improved. 

Nine  water  samples  have  been  analysed  by  me  during  the 
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year,  taken  from  premises  in  Thatcham,  Speen,  Brimpton,  and 
Chievely.  Some  of  them  were  examined  on  account  of  illness 
presumed  to  have  been  caused  by  their  use.  One  sample  only 
was  found  to  be  of  fairly  good  quality,  four  were  very  in- 
indiflerent,  and  four  decidedly  bad.  The  polluted  wells  have 
since  been  either  cleansed  or  closed. 

The  total  mortality  of  the  year  amounted  to  200  (including 
35  pauper  deaths),  which  number  is  69  below  that  of  the 
previous  one.  The  reduction  extended  over  diseases  of  all 
classes.  The  corrected  ” deaths  are,  however,  rather  more 
numerous,  as  they  include  17  of  those  which  occurred  in  the 
union  house,  situated  in  the  urban  area,  but  due  (according  to 
population)  to  the  rural  district. 

The  “ corrected  ” death  rate  was  16.7  per  i,ooo,  or  only  two- 
thirds  of  that  for  the  preceding  year,  and  nearly  the  same  as  the 
mean  rate  for  the  combined  area. 

The  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  were  20  in  number  (or  11 
less  than  last  year)  being  9 per  cent,  of  the  entire  mortality 
and  under  15  per  1,000  living.  Of  these,  9 were  due  to  scarlet 
fever,  the  prevalence  of  which  in  the  district  I have  already 
referred  to.  Fever  has  been  almost  entirely  absent  throughout 
the  year,  nor  has  any  death  been  registered  from  it,  but  croup 
proved  fatal  to  2,  and  diarrhoea  to  5 children.  Phthisis  accounts 
for  19  deaths  only,  instead  of  more  than  30,  as  in  each  of  the 
two  previous  years.  The  mortality  from  this  disease  was  12 
per  cent,  of  the  whole. 

One  death  (of  a child  aged  5 years)  was  caused  by  the 
eating  berries  of  deadly  nightshade.  One  from  blood-poison- 
ing, was  attributed  to  excessive  personal  uncleanliness,  and  one 
from  burns  was  occasioned  by  the  upsetting  of  a benzoline  lamp. 

As  regards  ages  at  death,  there  has  been  some  increase  in 
the  proportional  mortality  in  infancy  and  early  childhood, 
which  (under  5 years  of  age)  was  nearly  one-third  of  the  whole. 
15  infants  died  in  the  first  week  of  life,  50  in  the  first  year,  the 
half  of  them  from  developmental  diseases.  On  the  other  hand, 
60  persons  had  passed  their  65th  year  and  7 their  85th. 
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NEWBURY  URBAN  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 

Inspector  of  Nuisances,  Mr.  Benjamin  Sargent. 

In  this  district,  the  general  state  of  the  drainage  and  the  pro- 
priety of  consulting  an  engineer  as  to  the  best  mode  of  meeting 
the  requirements  of  the  town  with  reference  thereto,  has  been 
again  brought  under  the  attention  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  by 
me,  and  been  considered  by  them  on  various  occasions,  to- 
gether with  communications  from  the  Local  Government  Board 
relative  to  the  same  matter.  The  Newbury  Rural  and  Speen- 
hamland  Urban  Authorities  having  also  been  invited  to  join 
them  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  best  practicable  drainage 
area,  it  was  ultimately  determined  to  request  Mr.  Lemon  to 
prepare  a scheme,  which  was  presented  towards  the  close  of 
the  year.  The  condition  of  the  water  supply  has  also  been 
again  laid  before  the  Authority,  12  further  samples  (mostly 
from  localities  not  previously  reported  upon)  having  been 
analysed  by  me  for  this  purpose,  of  which  even  the  best  two 
were  of  doubtful  character,  and  all  the  others  much  polluted; 
eight  to  an  excessive  amount.  Some  of  the  worst  wells  where 
thereupon  ordered  to  be  closed. 

The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  reports  362  premises  visited 
during  the  year,  but  the  detailed  survey  has  remained  in 
abeyance,  as  it  would  have  to  be  done  a second  time  when  the 
proposed  drainage  works  are  completed.  130  nuisances  have 
been  reported  and  all  but  15  of  them  abated.  The  enforcing 
the  bye-laws  as  to  slaughter-houses  and  the  keeping  of  swine 
has  resulted  in  the  abatement  of  60  nuisances  relating  thereto, 
three  persons  having  been  summoned  and  convicted  for  breach 
of  the  same.  Six  dry  closets  have  been  provided.  Twenty  two 
cases  of  impure  or  deficient  water  supply  have  been  in  some 
measure  dealt  with,  but  until  an  entirely  new  supply  is  pro- 
vided for  the  town  (and  a company  has  already  been  organized 
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for  the  purpose)  no  effectual  remedy  is  available  under  this  head. 

As  regards  the  chief  zymotic  diseases,  several  cases  of  enteric 
fever  have  been  reported  and  enquired  into  during  the  year. 
The  earliest  occurred  at  a beer-shop  near  the  centre  of  the 
town  ; the  closet  was  foul,  very  near  the  house,  and  was  con- 
nected with  the  sewers.  Much  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
getting  any  proper  precautions  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
infection,  and  six  persons  took  the  disease.  The  next  was  in 
an  adjoining  court,  in  which  the  closet  accommodation  was 
both  very  bad  and  deficient.  In  the  next  three  cases  reported, 
I found  the  water  extremely  foul,  the  houses  however  being  in 
good  condition,  nearly  new  and  well  ventilated.  In  another 
instance  the  closet  opened  into  a small  scullery  close  to  .the 
cottage  door,  there  were  two  blocks  of  foul  closets  in  the  centre 
of  the  court,  and  a dirty  open  channel  for  slops  close  to  the 
houses,  the  water  also  being  polluted.  In  a few  instances  the 
disease  was  probably  imported,  but  similar  conditions  were 
found  to  exist  in  most  of  the  cases  that  I heard  of ; and  though 
they  were  improved  to  some  extent,  at  my  suggestion,  no 
effectual  remedy  can  be  applied  until  the  new  drainage  works 
are  carried  out.  In  the  whole,  five  deaths  were  caused  by  this 
disease  during  the  year,  but  the  mischief  was  in  almost  every 
case  confined  to  the  family  first  attacked. 

Scarlet  fever  had  appeared  in  the  town  to  a limited  extent  at 
the  close  of  the  previous  year,  and  a few  more  cases  were 
reported  during  the  early  part  of  this.  It  is  probable  that  the 
infection  was  spread  by  attendance  at  school.  One  death 
resulted  from  exposure  to  cold  during  convalescence.  Towards 
the  end  of  the  autumn  the  complaint  reappeared  in  some  of  the 
courts  the  sanitary  condition  of  which  was  very  defective,  and 
two  deaths  ensued ; but  the  number  of  cases  was  small,  and 
every  practicable  precaution  was  taken  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  infection  in  them  all. 

The  state  of  some  of  the  cottages  in  the  ‘•  city,”  which  were 
extremely  dilapidated,  badly  ventilated,  and  without  closet 
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accommodation  of  any  kind,  was  reported  on  by  me;  and  on  my 
representation  that  they  were  unfit  for  habitation,  four  of  them 
were  closed.  In  many  of  the  courts  throughout  the  town  the 
insufficient  provision  of  closets  is  very  great ; thus,  in  one  case 
I found  a single  closet  to  thirteen  tenements  : in  another,  two  to 
twenty  houses : in  others,  one  to  six  or  seven.  Scarcely  any 
dustbins  had  been  provided  in  these  cases,  and  in  other  in- 
stances the  back  yards  are  only  five  or  six  feet  deep,  proper 
through-ventilation  being  out  of  the  question,  on  account  of  a 
high  wall  (bounding  other  property)  in  the  rear.  Some  of 
these  conditions  are  beyond  remedy  short  of  demolition  of  the 
houses  and  rearrangement  of  the  sites,  which,  however,  the 
Sanitary  Authority  has  no  power  to  require  in  the  present  state 
of  the  law. 

The  total  deaths  (excluding  those  in  the  Union  House)  were 
1 1 7,  or,  including  the  proportion  of  these  due  to  the  urban 
district,  1 24,  which  gives  a corrected  death  rate  of  18*2  in  the 
thousand.  Sixteen  deaths  were  caused  by  the  chief  zymotic 
diseases,  including,  besides  those  I have  already  referred  to, 
two  from  diptheria  and  croup,  with  five  from  diarrhoea ; nearly 
12  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality  was  due  to  these  diseases, 
and  2*5  per  thousand  of  the  population  died  from  them.  The 
deaths  from  phthisis  were  12.  The  proportion  of  deaths  under 
five  years  of  age  (33)  is  rather  under  the  mean  rate  for  the 
combined  area  (see  Table  vm.)  being  a little  over  27  per  cent, 
of  those  at  all  ages;  26  per  cent,  were  above  65,  and  one 
death  is  recorded  of  a female  who  is  stated  to  have  attained  the 
extreme  age  of  ioi|  years. 
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SPEENHAMLAND  URBAN  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 

Inspector  of  Nuisances,  Mr.  W.  B.  Salisbury. 

The  whole  of  the  houses  in  this  district  have  been  reported  by 
the  Inspector  as  visited  by  him  during-  the  year,  and  30 
nuisances  have  been  abated,  of  which  four  related  to  houses 
unfit  for  habitation,  which  have  been  consequently  closed ; and 
one  to  a slaughter-house,  which  also  was  closed.  I have 
personally  visited  some  of  the  courts  with  him,  and  have  also 
analysed  nine  samples  of  water,  of  which  one  only  was  of 
passable  though  low  quality,  the  other  eight  being  much 
polluted,  and  four  of  them  highly  so.  The  remarks  I have 
made  as  to  the  Newbury  Urban  District  apply  in  the  main  to 
this  district  also,  though  not  to  the  same  extent,  Speenhamland 
being  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town,  and  therefore  more  open. 

A few  cases  of  scarlet  fever  (occurring  in  one  of  the  courts) 
were  reported  to  me  early  in  the  spring;  one  of  them  proved 
fatal,  but  the  disease  did  not  spread. 

The  total  deaths  for  the  year  were  21,  of  which  one  was  due 
to  scarlet  fever,  one  to  croup,  and  five  to  consumption.  The 
corrected  death  rate  was  high,  being  21.4  per  1,000,  but  it  was 
only  two-thirds  the  rate  of  the  preceding  year.  The  phthisis 
death  rate  was  also  in  this,  as  in  the  previous  year,  exceedingly 
high,  and  greatly  in  excess  of  the  mean  for  the  combined 
districts. 
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HUNGERFORD  RURAL  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 

Inspector  of  Nuisances,  Mr.  Charles  Snell. 

The  sanitary  work  of  the  year  in  this  district  has  been  chiefly 
of  a routine  character,  and  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  reports 
about  one-fourth  of  the  houses  it  contains  as  visited  by  him,  and 
the  detailed  survey  of  87  completed.  Of  329  nuisances  dis- 
covered and  brought  under  the  notice  of  the  Authority,  formal 
notice  was  needed  in  120  cases  only;  256  of  these  have  been 
abated,  including  47  foul  or  dilapidated  houses  put  into  a better 
state,  and  10  closed  as  unfit  for  habitation. 

The  condition  of  the  drainage  of  the  village  of  Lambourn 
having  been  brought  under  my  notice  by  a letter  of  complaint 
from  a resident  therein  of  nuisance  caused  by  a foul  and  im- 
perfect main  channel  passing  under  his  house,  I carefully 
examined  the  whole  of  the  village  with  the  Inspector,  aud  found 
the  existing  drains  both  defective,  and  insufficient  for  the  in- 
tended purpose ; in  addition  to  which  they  deliver  the  sewage 
into  the  watercourse  in  a crude  state,  diluted  at  certain  seasons 
with  large  volumes  of  surface  water  and  of  rainfall.  I there- 
fore, in  reporting  to  the  Authority,  advised  that  an  engineer 
should  be  consulted  as  to  the  best  method  of  meeting  the 
requirements  of  the  place,  and  Mr.  Ripley,  of  Bracknell,  was 
thereupon  instructed  by  them  to  survey  the  locality,  and  to 
prepare  a plan  for  that  purpose.  In  the  meantime,  some 
temporary  alterations  were  made,  so  as  to  abate  the  nuisance 
first  complained  of. 

I have  also  analysed  six  samples  of  water ; of  these,  two 
were  taken  from  one  of  the  newly-sunk  tube  wells  at  Ramsbury 
which  had  apparently  become  contaminated.  This  was  found 
to  be  the  case ; the  two  analyses  (made  at  intervals  of  a few 
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months)  showing-  a considerable  amount  of  organic  pollution, 
and  io  to  12  grains  of  chlorine  in  the  gallon.  I therefore 
advised  that  the  tube  should  be  driven  deeper  (so  as  to  tap  the 
deeper  springs  in  the  chalk  and  to  wholly  exclude  the  surface 
water),  or  else  withdrawn  and  sunk  again  in  a fresh  place.  Of 
the  remaining  samples,  one  proved  to  be  of  good  quality,  two 
were  very  doubtful,  and  one  decidedly  bad. 

There  has  been  but  little  serious  infectious  illness  reported 
during  the  year,  and  the  mortality  from  diseases  of  this  class 
has  been  low.  The  usual  precautions  as  to  isolation  and  disin- 
fection have  been  carried  out  as  far  as  practicable  in  all  cases 
reported  to  me.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  a young  man 
came  from  London  to  Hungerford  while  sickening  with  small 
pox.  It  was  stated  that  he  had  been  successfully  vaccinated  in 
childhood,  but  I have  no  information  as  to  the  character  of  his 
“ vaccine  scars  ” Re-vaccination  and  the  strictest  isolation, 
&c.,  was  assiduously  attended  to,  and  no  further  attacks  occurred 
in  the  house  where  he  had  resided,  or  up  to  the  close  of  the 
year;  but  the  case  proved  fatal  in  a few  days,  and  unfortunately 
the  infection  had  been  already  communicated  to  a person  living 
in  another  house  before  the  nature  of  the  complaint  was  known. 
Measles  of  a mild  type  broke  out  in  Hungerford  during  the 
summer  months ; the  attacks  were  numerous  (50  cases  being 
reported  among  paupers)  but  resulted  in  only  two  deaths.  A 
small  amount  of  scarlet  fever  also  occurred  in  the  town  during 
December;  10  cases  were  reported  to  me,  and  one  proved 
fatal,  but  the  disease  spread  no  further.  Nine  cases  of  fever 
(four  of  them  among  paupers)  came  to  my  knowledge  during 
the  year,  of  which  two  were  fatal ; one  of  these  occurred  at 
Chilton,  and  the  other  at  the  lower  part  of  Hungerford  town, 
where  the  subsoil  water  comes  nearly  to  the  surface ; in  a third 
case,  which  ended  in  recovery,  the  patient  had  been  engaged 
in  emptying  a cesspool  shortly  before  he  was  taken  ill. 

The  deaths  during  the  year  were  308  in  number,  equivalent 
to  a mortality  rate  of  16*  1 per  1,000  of  the  estimated  popula-

tion,  being"  one-fifth  below  the  average  of  the  last  30  years,  and 
the  same  as  the  mean  rate  of  the  combined  districts  for  the  year. 
The  percentage  of  deaths  in  infancy  and  early  childhood  is 
below,  and  that  occurring  above  the  age  of  65  (vide  Table  vm) 
is  above  the  general  mean  rate  of  the  combination.  This  pro- 
portionate excess  of  deaths  among  the  aged  is  accounted  for 
by  the  fact  of  the  relative  number  of  old  persons  in  the  district 
being  considerably  above  the  average  for  the  rest  of  the 
county. 

The  births  were  341,  or  at  the  rate  of  28  per  1,000 ; although 
this  is  low,  it  would  cause  a natural  increase  of  233  in  the 
population  during  the  year,  were  it  not  for  the  emigration  of 
persons  at  the  working  ages  from  the  district,  which  apparently 
still  continues. 

The  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  were  24,  but  one-fourth 
of  these  were  due  to  acute  rheumatism,  and  barely  half  to  the 
chief  “ catching  ” complaints.  Phthisis  caused  22  deaths  only. 
Thus  the  mortality  rates,  both  in  the  zymotic  and  tubercular 
diseases  were  low  (vide  Tables  x.  and  xi.)  and  the  deaths  from 
other  causes  call  for  no  further  remarks. 


ABINGDON  RURAL  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 

Inspector  of  Nuisances,  Mr.  Edward  Mudd. 

The  Inspector’s  Return  (Table  xn.)  shows  that  one-third  of 
the  premises  in  the  district  have  been  visited  by  him  during  the 
year,  and  that  nearly  600  have  been  inspected  in  detail  for  the 
sanitary  survey;  of  357  nuisances  for  the  removal  of  which 
notices  were  served,  284  have  been  abated;  33  dry  closets 
have  been  constr  cted  ; a fresh  water  supply  provided  in  15 
cases;  and  5 houses  closed  as  unfit  for  habitation.  The  matter 
of  the  water  supply  of  Steventon  (referred  to  in  my  last  report) 
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has  been  again  considered  by  the  Authority,  a plan  for  its 
improvement  having  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  their 
instructions,  by  Mr.  Galpin,  which  was  submitted  to  me  for 
examination  and  report.  The  suggestions  made  therein  would, 
if  carefully  carried  out,  undoubtedly  have  removed  some  of  the 
existing  causes  of  complaint;  but,  as  it  was  proposed  to  retain 
the  present  open  channels,  which  run  along  the  sides  of  the 
road,  and  are  exceedingly  liable  to  pollution  of  various  kinds, 
it  appeared  to  me  that  the  improvement  would  not  be  main- 
tained, and  that  before  long  the  old  state  of  matters  would 
recur;  I therefore  felt  that  I could  not  advise  the  Authority  to 
adopt  the  scheme,  and  they,  concurring  with  my  view,  have 
subsequently  directed  fresh  plans  to  be  prepared  for  the 
supply  of  the  village  by  means  of  pipes.  Thirty  samples  of 
water  have  been  analysed  by  me,  of  which  more  than  halt  were 
taken  on  account  of  zymotic  disease  breaking  out  where  they 
were  used  for  drinking  purposes.  Of  the  whole  number,  one- 
sixth  were  found  to  be  of  fair  quality;  but  nearly  two-thirds 
were  much  polluted,  and  in  two  instances  (connected  with  a 
very  fatal  outbreak  of  diphtheria  in  the  vicinity  of  Abingdon 
cemetery,  to  be  referred  to  later)  the  organic  pollution  was 
excessive-— the  amount  of  ammonia  obtained  on  distillation, 
being  from  60  to  too  times  greater  than  that  yielded  by  water 
of  good  quality.  In  consequence  of  the  occurrence  of  diphtheria 
in  Clifton-Hampden  for  some  years  successively,  I have  care- 
fully examined  the  whole  of  the  village.  The  ordinary  defects 
as  to  porous  cesspits,  and  polluted  water,  were  noted  (though 
not  to  so  great  an  extent  as  in  some  other  places  from  which 
the  disease  has  been  entirely  absent)  and  their  removal  advised. 
The  first  named  has  been  considerably  lessened,  by  the  adop- 
tion of  earth  closets,  since  the  date  of  my  reports  thereon  to  the 
Sanitary  Authority  and  Local  Government  Board.  In  addition 
to  these  matters,  the  village  generally  appeared  damp,  and 
their  was  an  evident  stagnation  of  air  from  the  large  number 
of  trees  adjoining  the  cottages,  My  recommendation  that  they 
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should  be  extensively  thinned,  so  as  to  secure  a freer  ventilation 
(which  their  thick  growth  in  the  vicinity  of  the  tenements  has 
hitherto  impeded)  was  also  agreed  to  by  the  representative  of 
the  owner,  and  has  been  in  some  measure  carried  out,  but,  in 
my  opinion,  insufficiently. 

At  Culham  I have  also  carefully  inspected  the  whole  of  the 
sanitary  arrangements  of  the  college,  which  were  in  many 
respects  very  defective ; considerable  improvements  have  since 
been  made  in  accordance  with  my  advice. 

Various  attacks  of  some  of  the  chief  zymotic  diseases  have 
been  reported  to  me,  and  enquired  into  during  the  year,  and 
the  usual  precautions  for  preventing  their  spread  have  been 
carried  out,  as  far  as  is  practicable  under  the  unfavourable  con- 
ditions that  generally  present  themselves  in  such  cases,  and 
with  fairly  satisfactory  results.  An  outbreak  of  measles  occurred 
in  the  Union  House,  and  above  20  cases  were  reported,  result- 
ing in  three  deaths.  Scarlet  fever  appeared  early  in  the'  year 
at  Stadhampton,  in  a well-kept  cottage,  and  three  fresh  families 
were  attacked  in  the  ensuing  fortnight ; other  cases  were 
reported  during  the  year  in  scattered  localities  in  the  district ; 
but  in  no  instance  did  the  infection  spread,  nor  did  any  death 
occur.  Diphtheria  has,  however,  proved  the  most  fatal  of  all  the 
diseases  of  this  class,  10  deaths  having  resulted  from  it,  five  of 
which  (out  of  six  case  s)  occurred  in  one  family  living  in  the 
Cemetery-road,  Abingdon.  The  circumstances  connected  with 
this  latter  outbreak  were  fully  enquired  into,  and  reported  to 
the  Local  Government  Board,  as  well  as  to  the  Sanitary 
Authority,  as  it  appeared  probable  that  the  drainage  of  the 
adjoining  cemetery  (which,  as  regards  some  part  of  the  ground, 
was  undoubtedly  imperfect)  and  infiltration  therefrom  into  the 
cellars  of  the  affected  house,  in  which  the  water  stood  some  two 
feet  deep,  might  have  contributed  to  the  attacks.  The  character 
and  condition  of  the  cesspit  also  was  such  as  to  ensure  the 
poisoning  of  the  drinking  water,  which  was  found  to  be,  as 
already  stated,  polluted  to  an  enormous  extent.  An  enquiry 
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was  subsequently  held  by  Mr.  Holland,  the  Inspector  of  the 
Burial  Acts  Office,  at  the  instance  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  and  he  made  certain  suggestions  for  the  improvement 
of  the  cemetery  drainage  ; the  provision  of  an  earth  closet 
instead  of  a cesspit  at  the  house  where  the  illness  occurred,  was 
also  ordered  by  the  Authority,  as  well  as  the  closing  of  the 
polluted  well  for  drinking  purposes. 

At  Clifton-Hampden  there  were  altogether  thirteen  attacks 
and  two  deaths  from  this  disease.  One  fatal  case  occurred  at 
Sandford,  where  the  sanitary  state  of  the  premises  was  bad. 
There  was  also  a death  from  it  at  Steventon,  the  patient,  however, 
having  suffered  from  another  disease  for  two  years  previously, 
and  one  case  at  Cumnor  was  imported  from  Oxford.  In  almost 
every  instance  that  came  to  my  knowledge,  enquiry  showed 
that  besides  the  ordinary  sanitary  faults  as  to  drainage  and 
water  supply ; dampness  and  deficient  circulation  of  air,  either 
as  affecting  the  site  or  the  dwelling,  was  very  marked.  Twenty 
cases  of  enteric  fever  (of  which  four  were  fatal)  have  come  to 
my  knowledge  in  the  course  of  the  year : most  of  these  were 
imported  from  other  localities.  In  one  instance  the  horrible 
effluvium  from  sloughing  phagedoena  (ultimately  fatal)  arising 
from  neglected  syphilis,  was,  in  the  opinion  of  the  medical 
attendant,  the  cause  of  attacks  of  distinct  enteric  disease  in  two 
other  members  of  the  family ; but  I should  add  that  the  water 
was  found  on  analysis  to  be  highly  impure.  This  was  also  the 
case  in  enquiries  made  by  me  as  to  the  cause  of  attacks  of  this 
disease  at  Sutton,  Tubney,  Appleton,  Sandford  and  Culham  ; 
in  all  of  these  the  amount  of  organic  impurity  in  the  water  was 
very  large,  and  such  as  would  readily  explain  the  spread  of 
fever  if  once  it  obtained  a footing  in  the  locality.  In  one 
family  at  Culham,  where  a fatal  case  occurred,  I found  in  the 
sick  room  articles  of  clothing  in  process  of  making,  the  materials 
for  which  the  parties  were  in  the  habit  of  receiving  from  the 
Abingdon  works,  returning  them  when  completed.  This  was  at 
once  prohibited,  and  the  goods  were  thoroughly  disinfected 
previous  to  their  return  to  the  warehouse. 
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The  gross  number  of  deaths  in  the  year  was  318,  and  ex- 
cluding the  44  that  occurred  in  Littlemore  Lunatic  Asylum, 
together  with  the  proportion  due  to  the  Urban  district  of  the  27 
in  the  Union  House,  the  “ corrected  ” number  was  267,  giving 
a death  rate  of  167  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population.  The 
mortality  from  all  zymotic  diseases  was  35,  and  from  the  chief 
of  them  28;  Phthisis  accounted  for  30  deaths;  thus  the  death 
rates  from  these  causes  were  about  2-0  per  1000,  and  the  per- 
centage rate  to  total  deaths  about  9, — respectively. 

Rather  more  than  22  per  cent,  of  the  whole  mortality  occurred 
among  infants  in  their  first  year ; under  five  years  it  was  a 
little  above  32  per  cent;  nearly  the  same  proportion  had  passed 
their  65th  year. 


ABINGDON  URBAN  SANITARY  AUTHORITY. 

Acting  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  Mr.  Edward  Mudd. 

In  consequence  of  the  resignation  of  his  office  by  Mr.  Mudd, 
the  amount  of  sanitary  work  carried  out  during  the  year  has 
been  considerably  less  than  in  the  previous  one;  but  urgent 
nuisances  have  been  dealt  with  as  they  arose.  Earth  closets 
have  been  introduced  into  some  of  the  courts;  fever  has  been 
almost  entirely  absent  from  the  town,  and  but  little  disease  of 
a preventable  character  has  come  to  my  knowledge.  The 
condition  of  many  of  the  courts  and  older  cottages  has  again 
occupied  my  attention,  and  I am  glad  to  learn  that  a certain 
amount  of  accommodation  of  a much  better  character  than  has 
been  hitherto  available  will  probably  be  shortly  provided  for 
the  working  classes.  The  new  sewerag'e  works  have  been 
commenced,  and  good  progress  has  been  made  with  them ; 
further  trials  have  also  been  made  for  the  purpose  of  deciding 
on  the  best  source  of  a fresh  water  supply,  but  hitherto  without 
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satisfactory  results.  I have  during  the  year  analysed  seven 
water  samples  from  various  wells  in  the  town : of  these,  six 
were  found  to  be  polluted,  and  four  highly  so.  In  all,  I have 
now  examined  more  than  forty  samples  of  well  water  from  all 
parts  of  the  town : of  these  less  than  a tenth  were  of  satisfac- 
tory quality,  and  the  large  majority  were  extremely  impure; 
the  necessity  for  an  entirely  new  and  wholesome  water  supply 
may  therefore  be  considered  as  conclusively  established. 

An  amended  code  of  bye-laws  has  again  been  brought  under 
the  consideration  of  the  Authority  by  me ; when  finally  approved 
by  the  Local  Government  Board,  I trust  that  they  will  be 
regularly  enforced,  and  that  many  matters  of  some  considerable 
sanitary  importance  may  be  thus  dealt  with  more  speedily  and 
effectually  than  under  the  general  provisions  of  the  Public 
Health  Act.  As  regards  zymotic  diseases,  a small  amount  of 
measles,  resulting  in  one  death,  has  been  reported  to  me ; a 
few  cases  of  diphtheria  (two  fatal)  have  also  occurred,  besides 
one  which  was  taken  to  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  at  Oxford, 
where  it  died.  The  sanitary  state  of  all  these  premises  was 
found  to  be  bad ; in  one  case  the  cesspit,  a mere  hole  in  the 
ground,  was  only  four  feet  from  the  well,  and  in  two  others,  the 
water  was  largely  sewage-polluted,  and  the  tenements  un- 
healthy. In  all  cases  disinfection  was  carefully  superintended 
by  Mr.  Mudd. 

The  total  “corrected”  deaths  for  the  year  including  seven  of 
those  in  the  Union  House  were  127,  giving  a death  rate  of  21*4 
per  1000  living,  or  nearly  five  above  the  mean  rate  for  the 
combined  districts.  Of  these  nine  only  were  due  to  zymotic 
diseases,  or  6‘6  per  cent,  of  the  whole — numbers  less  than  half 
those  of  the  preceding  year.  I have  already  referred  to  the 
fatal  cases  of  diphtheria  : three  deaths  were  due  to  diarrhoea ; 
the  others  call  for  no  remark. 

The  mortality  from  phthisis  was  proportionally  very  high : 
19  deaths  were  registered  as  being  caused  by  it,  or  nearly  19 
per  cent,  of  the  entire  mortality,  and  the  death  rate  for  all  tu- 
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bercular  diseases  was  4 per  1000,  .These  figures  are  largely  in 
excess  of  the  mean  rates  for  the  combined  sanitary  districts 
during  the  year,  as  also  was  the  case  in  the  two  preceding 
years.  The  lowering  of  the  subsoil  water— the  level  of  which 
is  so  important  a factor  in  relation  to  phthisical  disease,  and 
which  I trust  will  be  one  result  of  the  sewage  works  now  un- 
dertaken— may  be  expected  to  bring  about  a marked  decrease 
of  the  mortality  from  this  disease. 

The  proportion  to  deaths  at  all  ages,  of  those  in  infancy  and 
childhood  has  lessened  much  during  the  year,  those  under  five 
years  having  fallen  from  38  to  24  per  cent.,  as  compared  with 
the  previous  one.  The  proportion  of  deaths  in  advanced  life  has 
increased  in  nearly  an  equal  ratio,  being  32,  instead  of  22  per 
cent,  of  the  whole  as  in  1875. 


WALLINGFORD  RURAL  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 

Inspector  of  Nuisances,  Mr.  Abraham  Withers. 

The  returns  of  the  Inspector  of  this  district  show  that  a third  of 
the  premises  contained  in  it  have  been  inspected  by  him  during 
the  year — many  of  them  having  been  repeatedly  visited — and 
that  of  more  than  500]  nuisances  discovered,  all  but  28  were 
abated  in  accordance  with  his  advice  without  the  service  of  a 
formal  notice,  while  in  3 cases  it  was  necessary  to  take  pro- 
ceedings to  enforce  compliance  with  the  order  of  the  Authority. 
Dry  closets  have  been  provided  for  17,  drainage  for  40  premises, 
and  the  detailed  survey  of  1 18  houses  has  also  been  completed. 
The  sanitary  condition  of  the  village  of  Ewelme  has  been  a 
subject  of  special  enquiry  on  account  of  an  outbreak  of  enteric 
fever  therein,  which  caused  three  deaths  out  of  about  a dozen 
attacks.  The  first  case  occurred  at  the  beginning  of  February, 
the  last  death  at  the  end  of  March,  by  which  date  the  disease 
was  at  an  end,  although  two  cases  of  simple  continued  fever 
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came  to  my  knowledge  two  months  later.  The  block  of  cottages 
in  which  it  first  appeared  was  at  the  upper  end  of  the  village, 
in  a very  open  situation,  and  in  a fair  sanitary  state  for  tene- 
ments of  that  class,  both  as  to  water  supply,  closet  arrange- 
ments and  ventilation.  I analysed  a sample  of  the  drinking 
water  and  found  but  very  slight  evidence  of  organic  pollution. 
No  history  of  infection  could  be  traced,  though  it  was  at 
first  thought  that  the  illness  had  been  contracted  at  the  farm 
where  the  lad  worked,  as  he  was  in  the  habit  of  drinking  freely 
of  ( suspected ) water  from  a pump  in  the  farmyard.  This  also 
I found  on  analysis,  to  be  remarkably  free  from  contamination. 
There  was,  however,  a very  large  and  foul  porous  cesspit  at  a 
little  distance  from  his  cottage  which  had  received  the  drainage 
from  the  neighbouring  almshouses  and  schools  of  the  Ewelme 
Charity  for  generations,  the  soakage  from  which  soddened  the 
surrounding  ground  with  offensive  sewage;  and  severe  illness, 
of  a low  type,  occurring  in  another  house  near,  had  been  pre- 
viously attributed  by  the  medical  attendant  to  the  nuisance 
thus  occasioned,  which  was  undoubtedly  a serious  one.  As  I 
found  that  there  was  fever  in  every  house  of  the  block  first 
attacked- — one  only  excepted — I had  the  occupants  of  this 
cottage  removed  to  another  isolated  one,  and  they  entirely 
escaped  the  disease.  A trained  nurse  from  the  West  Mailing 
Institution  was  engaged  by  the  Authority  (in  accordance  with 
my  advice)  to  look  after  all  the  cases,  and,  as  on  former  occa- 
sions, I attribute  the  limitation  of  the  outbreak  mainly  to  her 
exertions,  and  to  the  assiduous  watchfulness  of  the  Inspector, 
who,  under  my  directions,  kept  up  constant  disinfection  and  strict 
isolation  of  infected  persons  and  things  until  it  was  at  an  end. 
As  regards  the  cesspit  already  referred  to,  it  was  found  neces- 
sary to  take  proceedings  in  the  case,  on  account  of  disputes 
arising  as  to  ownership  and  legal  rights,  and  a justices’  order 
was  obtained  requiring  the  parties  concerned  to  remove  the 
nuisance  and  to  fill  in  the  pit.  Earth  closets  also  have  been 
provided  for  the  Ewelme  Almshouses  and  Schools.  The  sanitary 
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condition  of  the  village  proved  to  be,  on  the  whole,  rather 
above  - than  below  the  average,  although  nuisances  of  the 
ordinary  character  as  to  cesspits  and  drainage  were  discovered 
on  many  premises,  which  have,  for  the  most  part,  been  since 
dealt  with  in  accordance  with  my  advice,  as  has  also  been  the 
case  at  Cholsey,  South  Stoke,  Aston  Tirrold,  Long  Wittenham, 
&c.,  &c.  In  the  case  of  a ruinous  cottage,  which  was  also 
without  any  closet  or  other  sanitary  arrangements,  proceedings 
were  taken,  on  my  report  that  it  was  unfit  for  habitation,  and 
(as  it  abutted  on  a village  street)  dangerous  to  the  public. 
The  Bench  made  an  order  for  certain  sanitary  works  to  be  exe- 
cuted, but  declined  to  close  the  building,  as  they  were  of 
opinion  that  its  sanitary  condition  could  be  improved,  and  the 
Public  Health  Act  did  not  give  them  power  to  deal  with  dangerous 
buildings  as  such.  Eleven  samples  of  water  have  been  analysed 
by  me,  among  them  being  a fresh  one  from  premises  at 
Moulsford,  where  fatal  fever  occurred  a year  since,  and  which 
I referred  to  in  my  last  report.  At  that  time  the  water  was 
largely  fouled  by  sewage,  and  the  sanitary  arrangements  were 
utterly  bad.  These  had  in  the  interim  been  entirely  and  satis- 
factorily reconstructed,  and  I found  this  last  sample,  taken  but 
a few  months  after  the  previous  highly  impure  one,  to  have 
greatly  improved  in  character,  and  to  be,  in  fact,  of  fair  average 
quality.  With  this  exception,  and  the  two  samples  taken  at 
Ewelme,  nearly  all  were  found  to  be  much  polluted  and  four 
of  them  excessively  so. 

But  a small  amount  of  infectious  disease  has  come  to  my 
knowledge  during  the  year.  Two  cases  of  small  pox  were 
enquired  into  by  me ; they  both  were  of  the  modified  form 
usual  in  vaccinated  persons,  and  ended  in  recovery.  They  oc- 
curred in  one  house,  and  the  first  was  an  imported  case.  Very 
careful  precautions  were  taken  by  the  parties  concerned  to 
prevent  the  infection  from  spreading,  and  with  entire  success. 
A few  non-fatal  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  in  East  Hag- 
bourne  near  the  end  of  the  year.  No  history  of  infection 
could  be  traced,  but  the  spread  of  the  complaint  was  prevented 
by  the  precautions  adopted. 
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As  regards  fever,  the  only  cases  (other  than  those  at  Ewelme) 
that  have  come  to  my  knowledge  were  at  West  Hagbourne, 
in  two  cottages  which  had  on  all  four  sides  either  a stagnant 
ditch  or  a flooded  road  after  any  considerable  amount  of  rain  ; 
and  from  the  situation  of  the  premises  but  little  could  be  done 
to  remedy  this  state  of  things  effectually. 

The  deaths  for  the  year  were  197,  but,  deducting  the  28 
which  occurred  in  Moulsford  Asylum,  and  adding  the  due  pro- 
portion of  those  in  the  Union  House  (in  the  urban  area),  the 
corrected  mortality  was  192,  equivalent  to  a death  rate  of  16 
per  1,000  of  the  population.  Zymotic  diseases  occasioned  20 
deaths,  or  rather  less  than  1 1 per  cent,  of  the  whole ; of  these 
half  were  due  to  diarrhoea,  mostly  among  adults.  Phthisis 
caused  18  deaths  or  9 per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality,  and  1*5 
per  1,000  of  the  population.  About  one-fifth  of  the  whole 
were  infants  under  one  year,  nearly  29  per  cent,  under  five 
years,  and  30  per  cent,  above  sixty-five.  ( Vide  Table  vm.) 


WALLINGFORD  URBAN  SANITARY  AUTHORITY. 

Inspector  of  Nuisances,  Mr.  Abraham  Withers. 

Nearly  four-fifths  of  the  houses  in  the  town  have  been  re- 
inspected during  the  year,  and  a detailed  survey  made  of  87 
of  them.  The  Inspector  returns  143  ordinary  nuisances  as 
discovered,  the  whole  of  which  have  been  abated ; nearly  half 
of  them  related  to  privies  and  drains,  and  in  37  cases  dry 
closets  have  replaced  the  porous  cesspits  previously  in  use. 
Eight  additional  samples  of  water  have  been  analysed  by  me, 
the  whole  of  which  were  impure,  the  best  of  them  showing  a 
degree  of  organic  pollution  equal  to  twice  that  of  ordinary 
London  water,  and  containing  8J  grains  of  chlorine,  and  56 
grains  of  solids  per  gallon,  whilst  in  other  samples  these 
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amounts  were  more  than  doubled,  and  the  organic  pollution 
was  excessive.  The  question  of  water  supply  has  been  again 
under  the  consideration  of  the  Authority  in  consequence  of  my 
reports  as  to  the  condition  of  the  existing  wells,  and  it  was 
ultimately  resolved  to  have  atrial  tube-well  sunk  in  the  market- 
place, near  the  present  pump.  Water  was  readily  obtained 
in  the  superficial  alluvium  and  gravel,  but  the  stratum  next 
reached  could  not  be  penetrated  with  the  means  at  command, 
and  the  experiment  was  abandoned ; the  water  first  met  with 
proving  upon  analysis  to  be  exceptionally  impure.  The  drain- 
age question  has  also  been  again  brought  before  the  Authority, 
a memorial  with  reference  thereto  having  been  presented  to 
them  by  several  residents  in  the  town,  but  no  decision  was 
arrived  at,  although  the  necessity  for  an  improvement  in  the 
existing  condition  of  things  was  admitted.  As  regards  the 
revision  and  extension  of  the  bye-laws,  it  has  been  thought 
desirable  to  postpone  action  until  the  publication  of  the  model 
code  which  it  was  understood  the  Local  Government  Board 
would  shortly  issue  for  the  guidance  of  Sanitary  Authorities. 
Complaints  have  also  been  made  to  me  of  nuisances  existing  in 
various  parts  of  the  town  which,  after  enquiry  on  my  part, 
have  been  removed,  or  in  some  degree  abated. 

Very  little  illness  of  a zymotic  character  has  come  to  my 
knowledge  ; one  case  of  blood-poisoning,  and  one  of  scarlet 
fever,  being  all  that  have  been  reported ; nor  has  any  death 
taken  place  from  diseases  of  this  class,  with  the  exception  of 
infantile  diarrhoea,  which  proved  fatal  in  six  cases,  but  is  pro- 
bably due  as  much,  if  not  more,  to  injudicious  feeding  and 
nursing,  as  to  faulty  sanitary  surroundings. 

The  deaths  in  the  town  were  45,  and  including  the  due  pro- 
portion of  those  in  the  Union  House,  5 1 in  number.  The 
corrected  mortality  rate  was,  therefore,  16*5  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  but  (owing  mainly  to  the  fatality  of  infantile 
diarrhoea,  just  referred  to)  the  deaths  under  one  year  were 
more  than  35  per  cent.,  and  those  under  5 years  44  per  cent. 
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of  the  whole.  Above  65  years,  the  percentage  of  deaths  was 
31,  or  the  average  rate  for  the  combined  districts.  One  death 
only  was  due  to  phthisis,  except  in  the  Union  House,  where 
two  others  occurred. 


BRADFIELD  RURAL  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 

Inspectors  of  Nuisances,  Mr.  W.  R.  Bunce  and  Mr.  J.  Ford. 

Sub-District  1. — In  this  sub-division  Mr.  Bunce  returns  nearly 
500  houses  inspected  in  detail  during  the  year,  and  of  the 
340  nuisances  reported,  309  have  been  abated,  of  which  more 
than  half  related  to  foul  or  dilapidated  houses  (17  of  which 
have  been  closed),  and  the  bulk  of  the  remainder  to  foul 
privies  and  drains.  Over  60  earth  closets  have  been  pro- 
vided, and  they  are  being  gradually  introduced  in  various 
parts  of  the  sub-district,  are  for  the  most  part  properly  kept, 
and  give  satisfaction.  The  detailed  survey  of  the  parish  of 
Mapledurham  has  been  completed,  and  I have  subsequently 
verified  it  and  reported  thereon  to  the  Authority.  The  cottages 
were  found  to  be,  for  the  most  part,  old  and  much  out  of  repair, 
some  of  them  being  barely  habitable  ; the  water  supply  was 
also  generally  unsatisfactory,  on  account  of  the  small  number  of 
wells  and  their  distance  from  a large  proportion  of  the  houses, 
many  of  which  derive  their  supply  of  drinking  water  from 
neighbouring  ponds.  Some  improvement  has  been  since 
effected  in  this  respect,  but  to  a limited  extent  only,  on  account 
of  the  very  great  depth  (200  or  300  feet)  to  which  it  is  neces- 
sary to  go  in  order  to  reach  the  springs  in  the  chalk.  My 
attention  has  also  been  again  directed  to  the  state  of  some 
parts  of  Whitchurch,  Pangbourne,  Burghfield,  Tilehurst,  &c.,  and 
the  sanitary  deficiencies  previously  reported  have  been  mate- 
rially remedied,  though  not  in  all  cases  so  thoroughly  as  I 
could  have  wished. 
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The  matter  of  the  drainage  and  water  supply  of  Theale  has 
been  again  under  the  consideration  of  the  Authority,  and  Mr. 
Rogers  Field  has,  at  their  request,  prepared  a plan  for  its  drain- 
age  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board ; at  the  same  time  he  pointed  out  that,  owing  to  local 
difficulties  in  respect  of  levels,  fe’c.,  it  would  be  much  more 
desirable  to  carryout  a well-devised  system  for  draining  indivi- 
dual premises,  than  to  adopt  the  ordinary  plan  of  combined 
sewerage  (an  opinion  in  which  I fully  coincide),  and  he  pre- 
sented an  alternative  scheme  for  this  purpose,  which  would,  as 
I believe,  have  met  every  sanitary  requirement  at  the  smallest 
practicable  cost.  The  Authority  agreed  to  follow  Mr.  Field’s 
advice,  and  the  plans  were  forwarded  in  due  course  to  the 
Local  Government  Board  for  approval,  but  without  success,  on 
account  of  the  legal  obstacles  to  the  obtaining  funds  for  works 
of  the  character  proposed  for  adoption.  Matters,  therefore, 
remain  as  before,  with  the  exception  that  earth  closets  have 
been  adopted  in  a large  proportion  of  the  cottages.  As  re- 
gards the  water  supply,  it  was  determined  to  sink  tube  wells 
into  the  chalk  at  certain  intervals  in  the  village  street,  and  an 
experimental  one  was  driven  in  the  first  instance.  I have 
analysed  two  samples  taken  from  this  well  at  intervals  of  a 
few  months,  and  found  the  water  to  be  of  excellent  quality  and 
very  free  from  organic  pollution.  Orders  have,  therefore,  been 
given  that  the  remainder  shall  be  proceeded  with  at  once. 

Of  26  water  analyses  made  by  me,  six  samples  were  found 
to  be  good,  or  at  least  of  fair  quality ; twelve  were  decidedly 
polluted,  and  eight  highly  so.  One  of  these  last  was  from  a 
pond  which  supplied  more  than  60  persons,  and  though  not 
contaminated  by  actual  sewage,  was  exceptionally  bad,  and 
quite  unfit  for  use  by  reason  of  the  large  amount  of  decaying 
organic  matter  it  contained. 

Disinfection  has  been  carried  out  or  supervised  by  the  In- 
spector in  36  cases  of  infectious  diseases  (of  which  seven  only 
occurred  among  paupers) ; but  the  amount  of  zymotic  illness 
which  has  come  to  my  knowledge  has  been  but  small. 
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At  Mapledurham  there  was  an  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever, 
supposed,  in  the  first  instance,  to  have  been  imported  from 
London  (though  this,  on  further  investigation,  appeared  to  be 
doubtful),  and  it  probably  spread  through  the  medium  of  the 
school.  There  were  a good  many  cases,  mostly  of  a mild 
character,  but  two  deaths  occurred.  The  school  was  closed 
temporarily,  cleansed  and  disinfected ; and  on  account  of  the 
general  isolation  of  the  cottages  throughout  the  parish,  less 
difficulty  than  usual  was  found  in  stamping  out  the  infection. 

The  disease  also  appeared  at  Whitchurch  and  Tilehurst, 
where  one  case  ended  fatally. 

There  has  also  been  a small  amount  of  diphtheria  at  Tile- 
hurst, and  at  Harmour  in  the  same  parish,  resulting  in  three 
deaths.  The  state  of  the  cottages  in  which  these  cases  occurred, 
was  generally  unsatisfactory,  and  the  water  supply  of  most  of 
them  impure.  Some  of  these  premises  had  previously  been 
reported  on,  and  certain  alterations  subsequently  made,  but 
the  want  of  sufficient  power  to  enforce  the  provision  of  a new 
and  wholesome  water  supply,  even  where  its  necessity  is  most 
clearly  shown,  is  a great  obstacle  to  sanitary  improvement  in 
that  respect. 

In  the  parish  of  Pangbourne,  the  presence  of  enteric  fever 
has  been  reported  to  me  in  a few  instances.  The  first  case 
occurred  in  a cottage  situated  on  the  upland  at  Oare  Green. 
There  was  a filthy  cesspit  and  slophole  on  the  premises,  and  the 
water  (from  a pond)  was  extremely  foul  and  unwholesome. 
No  history  of  infection  could  be  traced,  there  had  been  no  other 
case  in  the  district,  the  family  had  not  been  from  home,  nor  had 
any  strangers  visited  the  house.  The  other  cases  were  in  a 
cottage  closely  adjoining  the  Thames  bank,  and  on  the  same 
level.  There  was  here  an  accumulation  of  foul  refuse  and 
slops  close  to  the  well,  and  the  first  person  attacked  had  been 
sleeping  in  the  same  bed  with  an  infirm  and  aged  female  who 
had  for  some  time  suffered  from  diarrhoea.  Here,  also,  no 
history  of  specific  infection  could  be  made  out  after  careful 
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enquiry.  A second  attack  occurred  in  the  same  cottage  some 
two  months  afterwards.  At  Theale  there  was  a group  of  cases 
in  a row  of  cottages  adjoining  the  paper  mills.  The  tenements 
were  placed  on  a low  damp  site  liable  to  floods,  and  the  drink- 
ing water  was  obtained  from  ditches  connected  with  the  Kennet. 
Some  of  the  privies  were  in  a foul  and  offensive  state,  and  the 
slop  disposal  was  also  generally  faulty.  None  of  these  cases 
proved  fatal,  nor  has  any  death  from  fever  been  registered  in 
the  district  throughout  the  year. 

Sub-District  2. — The  Inspector,  Mr.Ford,  returns  252  inspec- 
tions for  Sanitary  Survey,  as  made  during  the  year,  and  252 
nuisances  reported  by  him,  nearly  all  of  which  have  been 
abated.  Thirty-six  earth  closets  have  been  provided,  and  66 
foul  or  dilapidated  houses  cleansed  or  put  in  repair.  The  whole 
of  the  village  of  Goring  and  Cleve  has  been  inspected  in  detail, 
and  after  verification  by  me,  I have  reported  on  its  condition 
to  the  Authority  and  the  Local  Government  Board,  since  which 
time  considerable  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  sanitary 
arrangements  of  the  majority  of  the  premises  most  requiring 
it,  and  in  the  general  condition  of  the  place. 

The  defective  state  of  the  water  supply  of  a group  of  cottages 
at  Westridge  having  been  brought  under  my  notice,  I visited 
the  locality  with  the  Inspector,  and  found  that  the  cottagers 
depended  for  their  principal  supply  on  a pond  (often  dried  up 
in  summer),  there  being  but  one  deep  well  in  the  place,  which 
was  on  private  property,  and  to  which  they  had  only  occasional 
access.  There  were  besides,  the  usual  sanitary  deficiencies  in 
tenements  of  this  class,  and  in  several  cases  the  privies 
especially  were  very  foul,  and  their  arrangements  bad.  These 
have  been  reconstructed  or  cleansed,  and  some  other  improve- 
ments carried  out.  The  pond  has  also  been  thoroughly  cleaned 
and  put  into  better  order ; but  the  underground  water  being  at 
a great  depth,  and  well-sinking  proportionately  expensive,  no 
well  was  sunk,  as  I should  have  desired. 

Sixteen  samples  of  water  have  been  submitted  to  analysis 
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during-  the  year  in  this  sub-district,  of  which  13  were  from 
cottages  in  Goring ; a fourth  of  this  number  were  fairly  good, 
and  three  only  seriously  contaminated,  none  of  them  approach- 
ing in  foulness  many  of  those  examined  in  other  districts. 

As  regards  infectious  illness  : scarlet  fever  has  occurred  at 
Goring,  Ufton,  and  Basildon,  two  cases  ending  fatally ; and 
there  was  a limited  outbreak  at  Bucklebury  Common,  the 
origin  of  which  was  traced  to  Thatcham.  These  last  cases 
were  of  a malignant  type,  and  three  of  the  children  attacked, 
died.  Every  precaution  was  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
infection,  and  (the  cottages  being  very  scattered)  with  success. 
The  cesspits  were  found  to  be  in  most  cases  in  a foul  state, 
and  in  some  instances  polluting  watercourses.  The  nuisances 
thus  occasioned  have  been  removed. 

At  Combe  Bottom,  Streatley,  there  was  a group  of  cases  of 
enteric  fever  in  one  of  a row  of  cottages  at  the  foot  of  a hill. 
The  house  was  greatly  overcrowded  and  the  privies  for  the 
whole  row  were  connected  with  a large  common  cesspit, 
at  some  distance  from  but  on  a higher  level  than  the  tenements 
and  well.  There  was  also  a series  of  cases  at  the  Cleve ; the 
cottages  here  were  found  to  be  in  a very  defective  sanitary 
state,  the  closet  arrangements  being  especially  bad,  and,  as  in 
the  previous  case,  a common  cesspit  serving  for  several  privies. 
Earth  closets  have  been  since  erected. 

None  of  these  cases  proved  fatal,  and  all  practicable  pre- 
cautions were  adopted  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 

In  the  entire  Sanitary  District,  the  births  for  the  year  were 
448,  and  the  deaths  249,  the  latter  being  at  the  rate  of  15-7 
per  1.000  of  the  estimated  population,  and  the  birth  rate  28 
per  1,000.  Both  these  figures  are  under  the  average  for 
the  combined  districts,  and  considerably  below  the  number 
for  the  previous  year  ( Vide  Table  nr).  The  percentage  to 
total  mortality,  of  deaths  under  one  year  is  also  low,  being 
18  and  under  5 years  28  per  cent.,  while  37  per  cent,  were 
above  65.  These  results  might  be  looked  for  on  account  of 
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the  unduly  large  proportion  of  old  persons  in  this  district  (as 
in  some  others)  compared  with  the  mean  numbers  for  the 
combined  area.  ( Vide  Table  n.) 

Deaths  in  the  zymotic  class  amounted  to  io  per  cent,  of  the 
total  mortality  or  1*6  per  1,000  living.  From  phthisis  the 
numbers  were  nearly  9 per  cent,  and  1*4  per  1,000  respectively; 
and,  as  in  the  two  preceding  years,  the  figures  are  under  the 
mean  rates  for  the  combination. 

I have  already  referred  to  the  deaths  from  the  more  im- 
portant infectious  diseases,  and  no  further  remarks  appear  to 
be  called  for  with  reference  to  those  from  other  causes. 


COOKHAM  RURAL  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 

Inspector  of  Nuisances,  Mr.  Charman. 

The  Inspector  of  this  district  returns  82  as  the  number  of 
premises  inspected  by  him  during  the  year.  Nuisances  were 
found  to  exist  in  each  case,  and  he  reports  them  as  all  abated. 

My  attention  having  been  called  to  the  condition  of  certain 
cottages  at  Holyport  Green,  I found  on  inspection  that  several 
of  them  were  in  a bad  sanitary  state,  and  some  unfit  for  habita- 
tion ; the  privy  cesspits  were  excessively  foul,  and  there  were 
large  accumulations  of  foul  slops  and  of  rubbish.  On  my 
report  thereon  to  the  Authority,  notices  were  issued  for 
the  closing  of  certain  premises,  and  the  carrying  out  the 
required  improvements  in  others.  After  proceedings  had  been 
taken  against  the  owner,  who  had  neglected  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Board,  the  property  changed  hands, 
and  the  requisite  works  have  since  been  satisfactorily  and 
thoroughly  carried  out. 

The  condition  of  other  premises  known  as  the  “ Barracks,” 
also  at  Holyport,  has  been  reported  on  by  me,  and  a somewhat 


similar  state  of  things  was  found  to  exist  there.  My  sugges- 
tions have  been  in  some  degree  complied  with,  but  by  no  means 
to  the  extent  required  to  effectually  remedy  the  existing  evils. 

At  Waltham  - St.  - Lawrence,  owing  to  the  occurrence  of 
several  cases  of  a low  type  of  ulcerated  throat  affections,  I 
visited  the  village  with  the  Inspector,  and  inspected  the  cottages 
where  illness  had  appeared,  in  all  which  I found  the  ordinary 
unsatisfactory  conditions  as  to  privies,  cesspits,  and  suspicious 
water,  two  samples  of  which  I analysed  subsequently.  At 
Holyport  Schools,  the  water  supply  having  been  condemned 
by  me  (after  analysis)  as  unfit  for  use,  a fresh  well  was  dug, 
but  without  any  improvement  in  the  character  of  the  water. 
I therefore  made  a careful  examination  of  the  drainage  ar- 
rangements of  the  schools  (which  have  been  in  existence  many 
years)  and  found  them  very  faulty,  and  of  such  a character  as 
to  render  it  probable  that  no  good  water  would  be  got  on  the 
premises,  as  the  alluvium  rests  on  a clay  basin,  and  the  surface 
soil  was  doubtless  sewage  saturated.  The  drainage  has  since 
been  entirely  rearranged,  and  earth  closets  have  replaced  the 
former  privy  cesspits. 

As  regards  infectious  diseases,  one  case  of  small  pox  was 
reported  at  Pinkney’s  Green,  at  the  end  of  the  year : it  was  of 
the  severest  confluent  type,  and  the  disease  was  caught  in 
London,  where  the  patient  had  been  staying  for  a few  days. 
Very  careful  precautions  were  taken  to  prevent  the  infection 
from  spreading,  and  on’y  one  other  case  occurred,  which  was 
of  a milder  character:  both  ended  in  recovery.  Scarlet  fever 
has  also  appeared  to  some  extent  in  Holyport  parish  during 
the  autumn : eight  cases  were  reported  among  the  sick  poor, 
and  three  children  died. 

Two  deaths  from  enteric  fever  occurred  (also  among  the 
pauper  sick),  and  no  other  cases  have  come  to  my  knowledge 
during  the  year.  One  of  these  was  in  Hurley  parish,  the 
other  at  Bisham:  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises  was 
bad  in  both  instances,  and  the  drinking  water  proved  on 
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analysis  to  be  impure.  In  the  first  case,  the  patient  had 
recently  sustained  a serious  injury ; the  second  person  had 
been  in  failing  health  for  some  time  before  the  fatal  attack. 

The  total  mortality,  including  a pro  rata  proportion  of  the 
deaths  in  the  Union  House  amounted  to  128,  equivalent  to  a 
death  rate  of  15  per  icoo  of  the  estimated  population,  and  it 
was  considerably  below  the  numbers  for  the  preceding  year. 
Gf  these,  1 1 per  cent,  were  registered  as  caused  by  the  principal 
zymotic  diseases,  being  at  the  rate  of  1*4  per  1000  living. 
Phthisis  occasioned  7 per  cent,  of  the  mortality,  and  its  death 
rate,  of  0*9  per  1000,  was  little  more  than  half  the  mean  for 
the  combined  districts. 

The  proportions  dying  at  various  ages  nearly  coincide  with 
the  mean  rates  for  the  combination  : 20  per  cent,  of  the  total 
deaths  having  occurred  under  one  year  ; 30  per  cent,  under 
five,  and  3 1 *4  above  65  years  of  age. 


MAIDENHEAD  URBAN  SANITARY  AUTHORITY. 

Inspector  of  Nuisances,  Mr.  E.  Davey. 

Of  nearly  500  premises  reported  as  visited  by  the  Inspector, 
nuisances  were  found  on  about  125,  which  have  been  abated; 
the  abatement  for  the  most  part  not  involving  structural  works. 

The  condition  of  the  town  sewerage  has  been  under  the 
consideration  of  the  Authority.  The  existing  sewers  provide 
for  the  drainage  of  the  chief  part  of  the  centre  and  south  of 
the  town,  but  not  for  much  of  the  upper,  or  for  the  lower  por- 
tion, and  they  extend  in  one  direction  from  the  “ Chapel 
Arches  ” to  the  Wesleyan  Chapel  in  High-street,  and  from 
KidwelPs  Park  to  the  Railway  Station  in  the  other.  I am 
informed  by  the  Inspector,  that  about  half  only  of  the  tenements 
have  been  connected  with  the  sewers,  of  which  the  gradients  are 


very  flat  in  parts,  and  there  is  no  arrangement  for  flushing,  nor 
until  now  for  ventilating^them.  During  the  year,  experimental 
ventilating  gratings  have  been  placed  at  various  points  along 
the  course  of  the  main  sewers;  the  results  however  were  not 
at  all  satisfactory,  as  from  the  slight  fall  and  the  want  of 
flushing,  the  sewage  flows  very  slowly,  and  complaints  were 
made  of  offensive  effluvia  escaping  from  them,  which  I found 
to  be  the  case,  although  to  some  extent  they  doubtless  have 
relieved  the  pressure  of  the  sewer  gas,  and  diminished  the  risk 
of  its  forcing  the  house  traps,  or  entering  houses  unless  the 
traps  were  defective  or  insufficient.  In  some  cases  to  which  my 
attention  has  been  called  this  was  found  to  be  the  case,  typhoid 
fever  having  appeared  in  connection  therewith ; but  the  defects 
have  since  been  remedied. 

I have  also  given  attention  to  the  state  of  the  courts  and 
cottages  in  various  parts  of  the  district,  and  especially  to  those 
in  the  lower  parts  of  the  town  which  were  flooded  during  the 
last  two  winters ; some  of  the  worst  have  been  closed ; but  the 
insanitary  condition  of  many  of  them  is  due  to  causes  which  do 
not  admit  of  remedy,  (viz.,  low  level,  damp  site,  liability  to 
floods,  or  faulty  plan  and  construction),  as  much  as  to  ordinary 
removable  defects.  In  some  cases,  proper  ventilation  is  hardly 
attainable  : as  where  they  are  built  against  other  houses,  or 
where  two  rows  of  cottages  are  placed  back  to  back.  Some 
owners  have  adopted  the  pail  system  for  excreta,  but  have 
provided  large  dead* wells  near  the  house  for  the  slops;  these 
often  become  very  offensive,  and  occasion  serious  nuisances;  but 
as  this  part  of  the  town  is  entirely  unsewered,  no  satisfactory 
remedy  is  available. 

At  Boyn  Hill,  the  state  of  certain  cottages  was  reported  on 
by  me  in  consequence  of  a complaint  from  the  Rural  Authority 
as  to  their  condition.  I found  them  to  be  in  an  excessively  foul 
and  dilapidated  state,  and,  as  regards  some  of  them,  without 
any  closet  accommodation  whatever ; a pail  being  used  by  the 
inmates,  which  was  emptied  on  to  a heap  of  filthy  refuse  close  to

the  road.  I advised  that  one  of  them  should  be  closed  as  unfit 
for  habitation,  and  that  as  to  the  others  notices  be  served  for 
the  necessary  works.  In  the  upper  part  of  the  town,  one  long 
row  of  cottages,  the  foul  cesspits  of  which  had  been  a long 
standing  cause  of  complaint,  have  now  been  connected  with  the 
sewers. 

During  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year,  but  little  illness  or 
mortality  was  recorded  from  zymotic  diseases;  but  in  the 
fourth  quarter,  scarlet  lever  prevailed  over  a good  part  of  the 
town ; chiefly  among  persons  above  the  pauper  class,  and  in 
the  localities  that  had  been  flooded  in  the  previous  winters. 
Fifty  or  sixty  cases  were  reported,  and  resulted  in  eleven 
deaths  ; the  infection  having  apparently  spread  through  the 
intercourse  of  the  children  at  school,  one  or  two  of  which  were 
closed  temporarily  in  consequence.  There  was  also  a certain 
amount  of  measles  and  whooping  cough,  not  however  attended 
with  any  great  mortality. 

In  November,  a girl  came  from  Windsor  to  her  home  (in 
one  of  a long  row  of  cottages)  sickening  with  small  pox.  She 
had  been  well  vaccinated  in  infancy,  and  her  attack  was  mild  ; 
but  her  brother,  who  was  removed  from  the  house  on  the  day 
that  the  rash  made  its  appearance  on  her,  took  the  disease, 
and  died  ; as  did  her  mother  subsequently,  after  having  nursed 
her  through  her  illness.  Both  these  later  cases  were  removed 
to  the  “hut-hospital/’  which  was  erected  some  years  since 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  town  for  the  treatment  of  small  pox 
cases  in  a previous  outbreak.  A third  attack  occurred  in  the 
person  of  a young  man  who  assisted  in  burying  one  of  the 
two  cases  just  mentioned,  and  on  the  same  day  visited  the 
other.  He  had  been  well  vaccinated  in  infancy:  but  on  the 
thirteenth  day  after  exposure  to  infection  he  was  taken  ill;  had 
the  disease  in  a very  severe  form,  and  the  case  ended  fatally. 
Every  precaution  was  taken  to  prevent  the  mischief  from 
spreading,  by  removing  each  person  (except  the  first  case)  as 
soon  as  possible  to  the  “ huts  ” ; by  re-vaccination  as  far  as  prac- 
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ticable,  and  by  careful  attention  to  disinfection,  which  was 
assiduously  attended  to  by  the  Inspector.  Scarcely  any  other 
cases  occurred  subsequently,  and  no  deaths. 

A small  amount  of  enteric  fever  has  been  reported  to  and 
investigated  by  me ; nearly  all  the  attacks  occurred  in  houses 
to  which  sewer  gas  had  access  in  some  way,  and  I found  the 
water  in  one  instance  extremely  impure.  Two  of  them  ended 
fatally ; but  the  disease  did  not  spread  beyond  the  families 
first  affected;  although,  in  one  instance,  nearly  every  member 
of  the  family  (a  large  one,  and  living  in  a crowded,  ill  ventilated 
cottage)  suffered. 

The  total  deaths  for  the  year  were  1 19,  the  corrected  number 
being  109,  which  gives  a death  rate  not  exceeding  14-8  per 
1000  of  the  estimated  population — a low  figure,  and  greatly 
below  that  of  the  previous  year  (vide  Table  1.)  Zymotic 
diseases  account  for  27  deaths,  and  the  mortality  from  scarlet 
fever  among  children  has  raised  the  proportion  occurring 
under  five  years  to  those  at  all  ages  to  43  per  cent.  The  same 
cause  accounts  for  the  high  percentage  of  total  deaths  arising 
from  diseases  of  this  class,  viz.,  22  per  cent.,  and  for  the  death 
rate  per  1000  living  being  3-5  ; both  these  figures  being  nearly 
twice  as  large  as  the  mean  rates  for  the  combined  districts. 
The  deaths  from  phthisis  were  12  ; about  the  average  number 
for  the  last  three  years,  and  equivalent  to  the  mean  rate  for 
the  combination,  vide  Table  x , xi. 


EASTHAMPSTEAD  RURAL  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 
Inspector  of  Nuisances,  Mr.  G.  Slarke. 

The  question  of  the  drainage  and  water  supply  of  Bracknell 
has  during  the  year  been  the  subject  ol  further  correspondence 
between  the  Authority  and  the  Local  Government  Board,  but 
their  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  propriety  of  forming  a special 
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drainage  district  for  the  purpose,  has  prevented  any  practical 
result  from  being  attained  The  detailed  survey  of  the  village 
having  been  completed  by  the  Inspector,  I,  after  verifying  it, 
have  presented  a special  report  thereon  for  the  information  of 
both  Boards,  giving  in  a tabular  form  the  details  of  its  sanitary 
condition,  the  number  of  deaths  during  the  last  five  years 
(which  have  not  exceeded  the  mean  rate  of  9 per  1,000  annually), 
and  while  admitting  the  improvement  effected  by  the  abate- 
ment of  many  ordinary  nuisances,  &c.,  I expressed  my  unchanged 
opinion  as  to  the  importance  of  carrying  out  a proper  system 
of  drainage  arid  water  supply,  especially  as  new  buildings  are 
being  erected  to  a considerable  extent  in  its  immediate  vicinity. 
The  state  of  the  burial  grounds  attached  respectively  to  the 
church,  and  the  dissenting  chapel,  has  also  been  reported  on 
by  me ; and  after  some  correspondence  with  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  Mr.  Holland,  of  the  'Burial  Acts  Office,  was 
directed  to  enquire  and  report  thereon.  Both  are  on  the  high 
ground  at  the  upper  end  of  the  village,  and  the  soil  is  porous 
and  gravelly.  The  chapel  graveyard  is  in  the  village  street, 
and  quite  filled ; bodies  having  been  recently  interred  very 
near  the  surface.  The  number  of  funerals  in  the  year  is  un- 
doubtedly very  small,  but  in  my  opinion  it  should  be  altogether 
closed.  The  churchyard  is  also  being  rapidly  filled,  and  I do 
not  think  that  it  can  continue  to  be  used  much  longer  with 
safety  to  the  surrounding  inhabitants,  especially  considering  its 
position  in  relation  to  the  natural  drainage  of  the  village,  and 
the  sources  of  the  present  water  supply. 

The  Inspector  of  nuisances  returns  nearly  700  premises  as 
visited  during  the  year,  and  600  surveyed  in  detail ; the 
number  of  nuisances  reported  is  90,  all  of  which  have  been 
abated. 

Seven  samples  of  water  have  been  analysed  by  me,  nearly 
all  contained  a considerable  amount  of  organic  matter;  in  most 
of  them,  probably  not  of  sewage  origin. 

There  has  been  but  little  zymotic  disease  reported  : scarlet 
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fever,  believed  to  have  been  brought  from  London,  appeared  in 
Easthampstead  parish  during  the  summer;  and  shortly  after,  five 
cases  occurred  (in  the  same  parish)  in  one  of  a group  of  isolated 
cottages  occupied  by  a costermonger ; the  premises  were  in  a 
bad  sanitary  condition  in  some  respects,  but  no  connection 
could  be  traced  between  these  and  the  previous  cases,  nor  any 
history  of  infection  made  out;  three  of  the  children  attacked 
died.  The  family  was  isolated  from  the  rest  of  the  cottages  as 
completely  as  was  practicable,  disinfection  attended  to  by  the 
Inspector,  and  the  disease  did  not  spread,  Later  in  the  autumn 
there  were  a few  non-  fatal  cases  at  Buckhurst  Hill,  and  a small 
amount  of  measles. 

The  total  deaths  for  the  year  were  146,  and  the  corrected 
number  (excluding  those  in  Broadmoor  Lunatic  Asylum)  124; 
equal  to  a death-rate  of  10.6  per  1000:  in  Sandhurst  registra- 
tion sub-district,  and  excluding  public  institutions  entirely,  it  did 
not  exceed  9-5.  As  regards  ages  at  death,  the  percentage  of 
total  mortality  occurring  under  5 years,  is  little  more  than  two* 
thirds  the  mean  for  the  combined  area,  being  nearly  22  per 
cent.  Above  the  age  of  65  the  percentage  was  34,  which  is 
about  the  average  rate. 

The  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  were  few,  and  their  per- 
centage of  the  total  mortality  consequently  very  low,  being 
less  than  half  the  mean  rate  for  the  combination.  One  death 
only  was  recorded  from  enteric  fever  (in  Sandhurst  sub-district) 
and  no  other  cases  came  to  my  knowledge. 

The  mortality  from  phthisis  was,  on  the  contrary,  propor- 
tionately large,  more  than  22  per  cent,  of  the  whole  being  due 
to  this  disease;  out  of  27  deaths  thus  caused,  nearly  a third 
occurred  in  Broadmoor  and  the  Union  House. 
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WINDSOR  RURAL  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 

Inspector  of  Nuisances,  Mr.  P.  J.  Bryne. 

The  Inspector’s  returns  show  that  during  the  year  about  400 
premises  have  been  inspected  by  him,  and  that  the  nuisances 
discovered  have  been  abated  in  220  cases.  Twenty-five  houses 
have  been  closed  as  unfit  for  habitation,  and  60  put  into  repair 
and  cleansed.  Eighty  wells  have  been  cleaned  out,  or  sources 
of  pollution  removed,  and  15  new  wells  have  been  dug;  but 
the  low  level  of  a great  part  of  the  district,  and  its  liability  to 
suffer  in  times  of  flood,  renders  it  especially  liable  to  pollution 
of  the  surface  wells  ; and  the  subject  has  engaged  much  of  my 
attention  throughout  the  year.  During  the  floods  of  the  winter 
and  early  spring  months  the  whole  of  the  low  lands  from 
Windsor  to  Egham  were  completely  covered,  for  weeks,  with 
flood  water  brought  down  from  the  upper  Thames : thus  in 
some  parts  of  Clewer  the  water  came  up  as  high  as  the  window 
sills  of  the  ground  floor  rooms,  saturating  the  walls,  floors  and 
basements,  so  that  months  passed  before  they  again  became 
dry  or  wholesome ; nor  was  this  all — cesspits  were  flooded, 
their  contents  washed  about  on  the  gardens  and  back  yards; 
while  the  wells  and  the  ground  itself  were  filled  and  saturated 
with  polluted  water : in  short,  the  state  of  matters  was  little, 
if  any,  better  than  it  had  been  in  the  preceding  year,  and  it 
has  doubtless  contributed  to  increase  the  amount  of  sickness, 
and  the  mortality  rate  of  the  district.  As  regards  the  drainage 
of  Clewer,  complaints  have  been  enquired  into  by  me  of 
nuisances  caused  by  foul  sewage  from  house  drains,  over- 
flowing cesspits  and  dead  wells,  &c.,  passing  into  the  ditches, 
and  I find  that  although  such  nuisances,  however  arising,  are 
generally  abated  for  a time  (alter  notice  has  been  served  by 
the  Inspector)  very  much  the  old  state  of  things  soon  recurs  in 
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a large  proportion  of  cases,  nor  is  it  easy  to  devise  an  effectual 
remedy  in  the  absence  of  any  proper  sewerage,  or  of  an  efficient 
system  of  scavenging.  Some  owners  of  property  in  Clewer 
have  been  able  to  arrange  with  the  Urban  Sanitary  Authority 
for  admission  to  their  main  sewers,  which  pass  through  some 
parts  of  it,  but  this  remedy  is  manifestly  incapable  of  application 
except  to  a limited  extent  even  as  regards  Clewer  itself  (which 
is  in  fact  a suburb  of  Windsor),  and  I much  regret  that  no 
success  has  hitherto  attended  the  efforts  made  by  the  Rural- 
Authority  to  enter  into  negotiations  for  permission  to  use  the 
Urban  outfall  sewer,  which  would  enable  them  to  properly  drain 
the  entire  locality.  In  some  cases  earth  closets  have  been  pro- 
vided, but  the  Inspector  states  that  he  has  great  difficulty  in 
getting  them  properly  kept  by  the  occupiers  of  cottages,  while 
the  disposal  of  the  house  slops  is  a frequent  source  of  nuisance; 
nor  is  this  so  much  to  be  wondered  at  when  we  take  into  con- 
sideration the  very  small  sites  of  many  of  the  tenements,  the 
local  conditions  I have  already  referred  to,  and  the  nearness 
of  the  underground  water  to  the  surface. 

At  Deaworth  further  improvements  have  been  carried  out  as 
regards  some  of  the  cottages  which  I have  formerly  reported 
on  as  being  unfit  for  habitation,  on  account  either  of  their 
dilapidated  state  or  their  entire  want  of  proper  sanitary 
arrangements ; but  they  are  still  without  a proper  supply  of 
drinking  water,  and  many  of  the  tenements  are  in  a most 
unsatisfactory  condition. 

In  the  large  parish  of  Eg  ham  I have  repeatedly  visited,  with 
the  Inspector,  various  localities  to  which  my  attention  has  been 
called,  either  by  the  presence  of  zymotic  disease  or  of  nuisances 
injurious  to  health. 

At  the  Sandpits,  where  a large  collection  of  ill-built  badly 
planned  cottages  had  been  put  up,  some  of  tne  worst  nuisances 
have  been  in  a measure  abated,  as  also  at  Middle  Hill,  Egham- 
Hythe,  &c.,  but  the  great  necessity  there  is  for  the  adoption  of 
a proper  system  of  sewage  disposal  and  of  water  supply, 
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especially  in  the  town  of  Egham  itself,  has  been  fully  brought 
under  the  consideration  of  the  Authority  in  reports  laid  before 
them  (and  forwarded  to  the  Local  Government  Board)  relative 
to  a series  of  cases  of  enteric  fever  which  occurred  during  the 
spring-  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  and  which,  on  investigation,  I 
found  to  be  distinctly  connected  with  the  bad  drainage  of  the 
premises  where  the  disease  prevailed,  and  the  use  of  sewage 
polluted  water.  A committee  was  appointed  to  enquire  into 
and  report  on  the  whole  matter,  and  I made  six  special  analyses 
of  drinking  water  taken  from  localities  selected  by  them  for 
their  information.  Altogether  40  water  analyses  have  been 
made  by  me  of  samples  taken  in  this  parish,  of  which  20  were 
during  this  year;  and  in  the  report  which  I presented  on  the 
subject  I pointed  out  that  hardly  a sample  had  reached  even  a 
moderately  fair  standard,  while  fully  three-fourths  were  largely 
polluted,  and  half  this  number  were  in  effect  but  little  else  than 
more  or  less  diluted  sewage. 

Of  the  41  water  samples  which  I analysed  in  the  year,  six 
were  from  Clewer,  all  polluted;  seven  from  Ascot,  of  which 
one  only  was  extremely  impure  and  the  rest  good  or  fair;  five 
from  Sunninghill  und  its  vicinity,  all  bad ; and  nearly  all  the 
others  from  Egham,  of  which  one  only  would  have  come  within 
Professor  Wanklyn’s  limits  of  impurity  permissible  in  a potable 
water,  the  great  bulk  of  them  being  (as  already  stated)  utterly 
unfit  for  domestic  use. 

I find  that  I have  now  examined — in  the  whole— over  90 
specimens  of  water  from  this  district,  and  I may  thus  summarise 
the  results  obtained: — good  or  fair,  9 — very  indifferent  or 
distinctly  polluted,  2S — bad,  21 — very  bad,  38  — these  last  two 
groups,  or  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  entire  number,  being  quite 
unfit  for  domestic  use,  and  likely,  under  given  circumstances, 
to  originate  or  propagate  disease. 

As  regards  zymotic  diseases;  cases  of  scarlet  fever  have, 
been  reported  at  various  parts  of  Egham,  as  also  at  Clewer, 
Thorpe,  Sunninghill  and  Buckhurst  Hill.  The  infection  did  not 
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spread,  and  three  deaths  only  occurred.  Measles  prevailed 
rather  extensively  in  Clewer  during  the  spring  months,  especially 
in  the  recently  flooded  houses,  and  resulted  in  five  deaths  out  of 
a total  of  seven  that  occurred  in  the  entire  district  from  this 
disease.  Whooping  cough  was  more  or  less  prevalent  in  most 
of  the  parishes  in  the  district  during  the  year,  and  caused  18 
deaths,  of  which  12  were  in  various  parts  of  Egham  and  four 
in  Clewer. 

Diarrhoea,  exclusively  infantile,  also  prevailed  to  some  extent 
in  Clewer  and  Egham,  and  accounted  for  12  deaths.  Several 
limited  outbreaks  of  enteric  fever  have  been  enquired  into  by 
me  during  the  year,  the  disease  having  appeared  at  various 
localities,  in  Old  Windsor,  Clewer  and  Egham  ; of  nine  deaths 
from  the  different  forms  of  fever,  four  were  in  Egham  (including 
one  which  was  removed  from  thence  to  the  Workhouse  where 
the  death  took  place)  and  three  in  Clewer ; one  happened  at 
Dedworth  and  one  at  Sunninghill.  I have  already  referred 
to  the  report  made  by  me  to  the  Authority  relative  to  one  of 
these  outbreaks;  and  similar  conditions  as  to  foul  cesspits, 
sewage  saturated  ground  and  polluted  water  were  found  to 
exist  in  most  of  the  other  cases ; — as  for  example  in  one  case; 
no  water  supply  to  the  closets,  the  sink  pipes  opening  directly 
into  the  drains,  and  the  flushing  arrangements  disused  and  out 
of  order ; in  another,  foul  so-called  earth  closets — left  without 
any  attention  or  use  of  earth  or  other  absorbent,  excreta  and 
house  slops  thrown  out  on  the  ground  near  the  well.  These 
conditions  were  at  once  remedied  in  the  instances  mentioned; 
they  are  however  but  examples  of  what  has  been  too  frequently 
found  in  the  course  of  enquiry  into  these  and  similar  cases. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  my  attention  was  called  to  the 
fact  that  a fresh  series  of  cases,  more  or  less  of  an  enteric 
character  (and  some  of  them  undoubted  enteric  fever)  had 
occurred  at  Ascot  under  circumstances  leading,  as  in  the 
previous  year,  to  suspicions  of  their  possible  connection  with  the 
milk  sent  out  from  a dairy  farm  in  the  neighbourhood,  from  which 
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most  of  the  families  amongst  whom  the  cases  occurred  derived 
their  milk  supply.  The  enquiry  presented  many  points  of 
difficulty,  and  cannot  be  said  as  yet  to  be  cleared  up.  The 
attacks  were  numerous  but  mostly  of  a mild  type,  and  no  deaths 
were  recorded.  The  total  mortality  amounted  to  329,  or 
excluding  the  proportion  of  deaths  in  the  Union  House  due  to 
the  town  of  Windsor  to  318,  equivalent  to  a death  rate  of  18 -8 
per  1000  of  the  estimated  population ; a slight  increase  on  that 
of  the  previous  year,  and  considerably  above  that  of  the  pre- 
ceding one,  or  the  mean  rate  for  the  combined  districts.  The 
parish  of  Egham  had  a death  rate  of  19*8  and  Clewer  of  18.2 
per  1000.  In  the  other  parishes  it  was  considerably  below  this. 
The  percentage  of  total  deaths  in  infancy  and  under  five  years 
of  age  was  exceedingly  high,  amounting  to  40  per  cent. ; in  the 
two  preceding  years  it  had  not  exceeded  about  30  per  cent. 
I have  already  referred  to  the  mortality  due  to  zymotic  diseases, 
these  numbered  57,  equal  to  a death  rate  of  3 4 per  icoo,  and 
being  17  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths.  ( Vide  Tables  x and  xi.) 

The  deaths  from  phthisis  were  30,  giving  a death  rate  of  r8 
per  iooo,  and  a percentage  of  nine  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 
These  figures  are  about  the  same  as  the  mean  rate  of  the  com- 
bined districts,  and  are  below  those  of  the  previous  year.
